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Large quantities of ammunition for field guns and 
small arms are to be supplied to the command under 
Gen. Otis in the Philippines. The Philippine expedition 
was first supplied with eight million rounds of small arm 
ammunition, which was expected to be sufficient for the 
operations then contemplated, but it became evident that 
a reserve supply was necessary and in January five mil- 
lion rounds additional went to Manila. To supplement 
this the transport Grant is conveying two million more 
rounds, which will not be long in arriving at its destina- 
tion. Gen. Otis has not signified any desire to have a 
surplus of field ammunition, but the batteries have 
played an important part in the engagements with the 
insurgents and the Bureau of Ordnance determined to 
send to Manila as much field ammunition as possible. 
The transport Sheridan will carry 2,500 rounds of field 
ammunition and this is but the first installment of a to- 
tal of 7,500 rounds. Orders have been given for the 
transportation to San Francisco of 5,000 rounds that 
will be loaded for Manila in about two weeks. To pro- 
vide a supplementary supply of arms and equipment 
should Gen, Otis need anything in that line 6,000 stand 
of arms and equipments have been stored in Benicia 
Arsenal, California, ready for shipment as soon as need- 
ed. In addition to this work the Bureau of Ordnance 
has determined to establish a large equipment supply 
depot at Havana and orders have been issued for 
the shipment to Havana of nearly 4,000 sets of equip- 
ments and 2,000 stand of arms. This quantity is esti- 
mated to be the proper reserve supply for a command of 
40,000 men. A supply depot is also to be established at 
San Juan, Porto Rico, where large supplies have already 
been sent, 





\ recent utterance by M, Lockroy, perhaps the most 
capable, as he certainly is the most energetic of the 
men who, within recent years have controlled the naval 
policy of France, points to a condition of weakness in 
French preparations which we have known so well in 
the United States. He says: “Our ships would nowhere 
find bases of operations or supply stations. They would 
find none in the Atlantic, for Dakar has no docks, and 
those of Martinique are too small for the larger war- 
ships, nor would they be better off in the Indian ocean, 
there being nothing to meet their needs in Diego Suarez, 
or at Reunion, nor in the Pacific, for the docks at Nou- 
mea were originally constructed for the accommodation 
of sailing vessels. At Saigon they would find an ar- 
senal, but an arsenal only. So that for want of bases 
of operations, and points at which supplies could be ob- 
tained, our great cruisers, costing thirty millions of 
franes, could do nothing at all, or at all events, could not 
fulfill the purposes for which they were constructed.” 
Compare the foregoing with the condition vf the British 
Navy in the same lines: Extending to the possessions in 
the Far East there are Gibraltar, Malta, Port Said, 
Colombo, Singapore, and Hong Kong, and along the Af- 
rican coast Sierra Leone, Cape Town and Mauritius, con- 
necting with the former line of posts, and with that of 
Melbourne, Sydney, ete., in Australasian waters, besides 
coaling stations innumerable, such as Bermudas, Ja- 
maica, St. Lucia, the Falkland Islands, Aden, Bombay, 
Ascension, St. Helena, the Fiji Islands, ete.

Aftercompassing the circle we have finally come around 
in this matter of inquiry concerning the ration to the 
point from which we should have started in the right di- 
rection. A military tribunal, the authority and power 
of which cannot be questioned, has been selected by the 
President to investigate and report upon the many al- 
legations that unwholesome canned roast beef and chem- 
ically prepared refrigerated beef were furnished the Am- 
erican soldiers in Cuba and Porto Rico. The Board re- 
ferred to is a general court of inquiry. Such a court has 
not the power to determine the punishment of any per- 
son investigated. Its proceedings are quite unlike those 
of a civil grand jury, to which it has been compared. Its 
sessions are open and not secret, and the accused can 
appear before it and examine witnesses. A court of in- 
quiry is prohibited from expressing its opinion unless spe- 
cially directed to do so, but the board convened to 
examine into the allegations of the Commanding General 
of the Army is specifically directed by the President to 
submit an opinion upon the merits of the case, together 
with such recommendations as to further proceedings as 
may seem warranted by the facts developed. Gen. Miles 
requested the Secretary of War to appoint a court of in- 
quiry to investigate the matter referred to this court, 
and was informed by the Secretary of War that the 
President had already determined upon such action. It 
is clearly understood that the court of inquiry is aimed 
directly at the charges made by General Miles and that 
his conduct in regard to them will be inquired into, 
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Formal announcement is made that the re-establish- 
ment of the BHuropean and South Atlantic stations is in- 
definitely postponed on account of lack of ships and the 
necessity of maintaining strong forces both at Manila 
and on the home station. Admiral Dewey continues to 
ask for small gunboats and cruisers, and all that can 
be spared will be sent to join him. A number are now 
en route or have arrived within the last two weeks. As at 
present constituted practically all ships of the Navy are 
divided between the North Atlantic and Asiatic stations, 
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both the Pacific and South Atlantic existing only in name 
practically. There is no necessity for assigning a squad- 
tron to the Buropean station except for the interest 
foreigners would have in inspecting geome of the conspic- 
uous ships of the war period. Admiral Schley, who has 
been booked for this command, is yet on waiting orders, 
with no prospect of being assigned to duty for several 
weeks, and possibly months. He still adheres to his 
former declaration of a preference for sea duty, although 
there is a probability that rather than wait for an in- 
definite period he may conclude to accept some good bil- 
let on shore if any can be found for him commensurate 
with his rank.

Assistant Secretary Allen, as referee for the Board of 
Bureau Chiefs, has decided that electricity shall not be 
applied in the working of boat cranes, anchor winches 
and other deck auxiliaries on the new battleships build- 
ing, except the Kearsarge and Kentucky, which are to 
have this power under a previous order. Adml. Samp- 
son, Adml. Schley, Capt. Cooke, of the Brooklyn, and 
other commanding officers of the fleet in front of San- 
tiago, earnestly recommended the substitution of elec- 
tricity in place of steam for such use, and the Board 
being divided on the question, Assistant Secretary Allen 
was left to decide the point raised. WBlectricity has been 
satisfactorily used on many of the ships now in service 
for auxiliary machinery, but several members of the 
Board believed that it would be wiser to wait further de- 
velopments before directing its further application, Those 
members of the Board who voted for steam power were 
Capt. O’Neil, Capt. Bradford and Engineer-in-Chief Mel- 
ville. Constructor Hichborn and Commander Clover 
were the advocates of electricity.

An idea of the terrible weather of last week may be 
gathered from a report received by the Navy Department 
from Capt. Selfridge of the collier Sterling, which went 
through an exciting and dangerous experience near the 
Delaware Breakwater in the storm of Monday week. 
The ship, according to the report, got away from her 
unsafe quarters early in the week and made her way 
safely to Boston. Capt. Selfridge reports that when he 
made the sea he was compelled to stand straight out for 
forty miles, the sea being frozen out that far and to the 
northward as far as the eye could reach. {[n the midst 
of the thick pack of ice just off the Jersey coast were 
innumerable ice hummocks, about twelve feet high, some- 
thing never before seen in that neighborhood. The 
weather was the worst the Sterling had ever encoun- 
tered, but she went through it without much damage.

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One of the most singular articles in any treaty is the 
following taken from the “Treaty of Peace and Friend- 
ship” between the United States of America and the 
Bey and subjects of Tripoli and Barbary. This treaty 
was proclaimed under date of June 10, 1797. The article 
in question is numbered eleven of the treaty, and reads 
as follows: “Art. XI.—As the Government of the Unit- 
ed States of America ig not in any sense founded on the 
Christian religion; as it has in itself no character of en- 
mity against the laws, religion or tranquility of Mus- 
selmen; and as the said States never have entered into 
war or act of hostility against any Mehometan nation, 
it is declared by the parties, that no pretext arising from 
religious opinions shall ever produce an interruption of 
the harmony existing between the two countries.”

According to a French naval contemporary, the num- 
ber of ships really serviceable in their respective classes 
which France possessed at the end of 1898 were: 36 
ironclads, 37 cruisers, 16 destroyers, and 181 torpedo ves. 
sels, while England is credited with 42 ironclads, 112 
cruisers, 120 destroyers, and 77 torpedo vessels; Ger- 
many, 17 ironclads, 22 cruisers, 11 destroyers, and 118 
torpedo vessels; Austria, 8 ironclads, 7 cruisers, 7 de- 
stroyers, and 56 torpedo vessels; Italy, 15 ironclads, 27 
cruisers, 2 destroyers, 88 torpedo vessels; Russia, 26 
ironclads, 23 cruisers, 73 torpedo vessels; United States, 
10 ironclads, 30 cruisers, 1 destroyer, 17 torpedo vessels, 
and Japan, 6 ironclads, 15 cruisers, 23 torpedo vessels. 
The whole fleet of these powers is therefore 1,055 vessels 
of the classes named, 143 ironclads, 251 cruisers, 14( 
destroyers, and 515 torpedo boats, all effective. The 
same authority asserts that the proportion of officers to 
men in the French Navy is higher than in that of any 
other country, Austria alone excepted, the number of 
officers for every 1,000 men being in the French Navy 
57, in the English 55, German 52, Italian 45, and Rus- 
sian 40. Next year, however, in consequence of the pro- 
posed increase of personnel, England will head the list 
with no fewer than 60 officers for every thousand men. 
The inequality at present existing in this respect between 
the English and French navies is ascribed to the great 
number of officers of Junior rank necessitated for the 
command of the torpedo flotilla, France being so strong 
in this class especially as it is necessary, for the train- 
ing of crews and officers, that these little vessels should 
be kept constantly in commission. England is now be- 
ginning to realize the inferiority in the fighting value of 
her ships, which arises from leaving them unarmore:| 
forward, and hence the last addition to be made to the 
British Navy is to carry her armor to the spur. 


The “Admiralty and Horse Guards Gazette,” in an ar- 
ticle on auxiliary vessels in war time, says: “They cer- 
tainly did render service in American hands, and with 
their example before the world, it is beyond doubt that 
in future naval wars a more and more extended use for 
various warlike purposes will be made of vessels built 
and designed solely for the peaceful pursuits of com- 
merce or ocean yachting. Already the largest and fast- 
est of the great ocean liners are subsidized by the chief 
naval powers, with a view to calls upon their services in 
time of war, and in the latest of the great liners built or 
building special provision is made for the structural al 
terations which would be necessitated by their conver 
sion into armed cruisers. Modern ocean liners such as 
the Umbria, Etruria, Lucania, or Campania, put to sea 


year in and year out utterly regardless of congigiops 0! 
weather, and not only do so, but maintain da y 
in their trans-oceanic journeys an average spted which 


no warship could hope to rival for any prolonged period. 
The voyage of the U. S. battlesyjp Oregon, from San 
Francisco to the Caribbean Se; aining throughout 
an almost constant speed of knots, a feat un 
precedented for a ship-of-wa which justly reflects 
the highest credit upon the vessel herself, and the Navy 
to which she belongs, is yet one which a very ordinary 
mercantile steamer could surpass with ease.” 













A Cuban paper says: “Col. Philip Read, Inspector 
General, is exercising great vigilance in the discharg« 
of the duties of his office, and will not allow a single 
can of supplies of doubtful quality to get by him. In 
addition to the beef and bacon considerable quantities 
of canned California salmon have been condemned, and 
also a lot of tomatoes and other vegetables were foun 
to be in bad condition. A Board of Survey in Cuba 
condemned 10,848 cans of roast beef, containing two 
pounds each, and costing $13,566; 41 cans of roast beef 
weighing six pounds each, costing $15.90, and 400 cans 
of bacon, costing $31.88. The report says: ‘Some of the 
eans of beef were burst and contents a menace to good 
health; stench offensive. Other cans were bulged show- 
ing fermentation. Some were rusted, due to interior 
also exterior causes. Interiors of some cans that were 
not bulged, or rusted on the outside were discolored. 
Inspector ate some of the canned meat and waé nau- 
seated. Bacon was maggotty.’ - 





The funeral of the late Lieut. Col. Joseph Gales Ram- 
say, 7th U. S. Art., took place at the Church of the 
Good Shepherd at Augusta, Ga., on Ash Wednesday, 
and the presence of troops in the city permitted a mili- 
tary funeral. Gen. Young and staff, Gen. Sumner and 
staff were the honorary pall-bearers, six Sergeants of 
the 3d Cav. carrying the remains, which were later taken 
to Washington for interment at Arlington. Col. Ram- 
say’s untimely death, at the comparatively early age of 
fifty-five, deprives the Army of the services of a faiitli- 
ful and efficient officer.

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OUR MILITARY DEFICIENCIES. 

The absence of militariem in the United States is alone 
responsible for the unpreparedness of the Army when the 
call to arms sounded for the conflict with Spain. Had 
the American people not lost their interest in military 
affairs after the Civil War, the American Army would 
have been fully equipped for the exigencies of the oc- 
casion, and there would have been less complaint about 
lack of ordnance, clothing, tentage, medicines and proper 
food. The pride that a nation should feel for its defend- 
ers would have roused Congress to the necessity of pro- 
viding for the future, and when war was declared the 
Government storehouses would have been found filled 
with everything necessary for the proper conduct of the 
War Department. 

That there were deficiencies cannot be denied. The 
commission appointed by the President to investigate the 
conduct of the War Department in the war with Spain, 
as its report has shown, received abundant testimony 
to prove the charge that the Army wae not properly sup- 
plied when war was declared. It is made manifest that 
legislation of more liberal character, backed by 
greater military enthusiasm and pride, would have obvi- 
ated many of the evils that beset the Army in the war 
with Spain. That evils existed Maj. Gen. J. C. Breck- 
inridge, Inspector General of the Army, declares in more 
than one report to the War Department. 

In his final report to the Adjutant General of the 
Army, dated June 20, 1898, at Daiquiri, regarding his in- 
spections at Camp Thomas, Chickamauga Park, Ga., he 
says: “Americans are willing enough to assert them- 
selves, but being willing is hardly being ready. The pres- 
ent military situation demonstrates what apparently none 
but the wisest statesmen and some professional soldiers 
would accept last year, that in proper care of our sol- 
diery at least 260,000 first-class weapons and other 
materials in proportion, especially transportation, are im- 
mediately essential when our duty calls us to arma 
against even a second-class power.” 

In a telegram to the General commanding the Army, 
dated at Chattanooga, Tenn., May 22, he states: “The 
deficiencies arising from organizing and drilling regiments 
of recruits representing- various States, such as men of 
certain organizations of infantry, artillery and cavalry, 
being without arms, horses or cannon, are doubtless well 
known, and the medical department is said to be without 
some of the simplest supplies.” 

Two days later the following despatch was sent to Gen. 
Miles at the War Department in Washington: 

‘In relation to hospital supplies at this camp, some 
cars are being unpacked. Heretofore some regimerts 
came partially supplied, and some of their supplies are 
exhausted. A large number came unsupplied. Only one 
field division hospital because of inferior and inadequate 
tentage. Five cots and less than a dozen of each kind of 
hospital furniture, including panneries, for this command 
of over 30,000 men, and less than a dozen patients in the 
two hospitals (division and headquarters) inspected, 
though others now in regimental hospitals would seem 
more properly in division headquarters. Books and 
blanks hardly adequate for another month. Surgical 
dressings and simple accessories for surgical operations 
necessarily borrowed or purchased. More regular medi- 
cal officers seem needed.” 

In another despatch, dated May 29, 1898, he says: ““The 
struggle and delay in supplies is still apparent, and the 
more inexperienced suffer. Perhaps the centralized sys- 
tem of supplies and the inferior railroad facilities and 
lack of experienced officers of the several supply depart- 
ments with subordinate Generals may have increased this 
congested state. In second division two regiments with- 
out arms, and some other regiments have none for 30 
to 40 per cent. of the men, and guards walk posts with 
wands. Many rifles, especially older models, even if not 
already unserviceable, can hardly be expected to last 
through a campaign. An issuing arsenal and repair shop 
seem needed. Lack of uniforms, especially undercloth- 
ing, noted nearly everywhere, and many companies in 
mixed and some wholly civilian dress, and individuals 
purchasing stores for public purposes, from stationery 
and light-weight clothing to provisions and medical eup- 
plies, is one phase of the situation here.” 

At another time Gen. Breckinridge complains that there 
are no brigade inspectors general authorized by law, 
and expresses the opinion that there should be. Later 
from Port Tampa he sent the following to Gen. J. P. 
Sanger, Acting Inspector General at Washington. ‘The 
discomfort, especially of the inexperienced enlisted men, 
seems emhanced by the unsystematic and unsupervised 
mthods or lack of inspections of Volunteers by capable 
inspectors hitherto prevailing. BEven the preliminary in- 
spection of transports by officers of this department, 
recognized in Gen. Sacket’s ‘Aide Memoire,’ does not 
seem to take place, and with results easily anticipated.” 

{n his general report to the Commanding General of 
che Army in commenting on the conditions at Camp 
Thomas, there is this statement: “Perhaps the military 
system of our country is in fault in nothing more than 
in the lack of adequate preparation and methods for 
promptly and properly training and caring for its citizen 
soldiery, when called out in any large numbers com- 
mensurate with the wealth and extent of the country or 
the importance of the cause which drives us into the pro- 
vw rbial horrors of war, which need no intensifying by 
ignorance, indiseretion or careless or inadequate prepara- 
tion, 

“Such questions of saving soldiers from an unneces- 
sary death and imparting due skill in caring for them- 
*lves, and so saving lives and increasing efficiency by 
proper practice of mobilization and embarkation of troops 
before the time of need and also the possibility of ex- 








perts most economically teaching military men to shoot 
have been so urgently and fully set forth in the annual 
reports of the Inspector General’s department, and so 
fully appreciated by the honorable Secretary of War 
and the General Commanding the Army that the indica- 
tions occasionally of the pitiful lack of such fundamental 
soldierly knowledge and experience can only be regretted 
and endured, and, as far ae still possible promptly rem- 
edied. Therefore, the need of arms is a crying one. Un- 
armed regiments are pitiable. A call to arms presup- 
poses arms to issue immediately where the men are as- 
sembled. Muskets that can hardly be expected to stand 
a campaign, and artillery, the parts of which can only 
be put together with difficulty, place the soldiers under 
difficulties and disadvantages.” 

With the statements of Gen. Breckinridge that the 
Army was not properly supplied and ready for war comes 
naturally the question why? and military officers, after 
carefully looking over the situation, feel confident that 
with Congress lies the remedy for the future. With 
proper appropriation by Congress for the needs of the 
Army, in the matter of supplies and equipment, the 
American Army would be ready for service at the mo- 
ment the war cry should sound. 





QUALIFICATIONS OF THE GOOD SOLDIER. 


An officer of a militia regiment tells the story of his 
experience while in camp in front of Santiago, Cuba. 
He was a Southerner by birth, and a young man, whose 
ample fortune had saved him from the necessity of tak- 
ing thought for himself. He could not make a fire nor 
could any of his men, and so they went hungry in the 
midst of plenty. In the neighboring camp, occupied by 
a company of Uncle Sam's Buffalo soldiers, as the In- 
dians call the colored troops, rose the cheering flames of 
innumerable camp fires and from them came the grateful 
incense of frying bacon and boiling coffee. Swallowing 
his pride, for he had nothing else to swallow, this South- 
ern warrior ventured to go into the negro camp and 
ask if he might have the privilege of frying his bacon 
and boiling his coffee at their fire. “Sartain, honey,” 
said a hospitable negro, “sit right down and help your- 
self.” 

_ After what was to a hungry man a most delicious re- 
past the white soldier was filled with that sense of peace 
and charity toward all men which follows a good meal. 

“Talk of messing with a negro,” he said afterwards, 
telling the story, “I would not only eat with him, but I 
could sleep with him. He is more than a friend; he is a 
brother.” 

It is this capacity to care for himself, and to make 
the best of adverse conditions, that forms one of the 
most essential qualifications of the good soldier. The 
question of victory is not merely one of fighting, but of 
preparation for the encounter; of marching and counter- 
marching. The soldier's life j monotonous round of 
tiresome duties enlive t ntervals by dangerous 
episodes. A battle is nal interlude “in the 
long round of digging, marching, bridge building and 
road making, escorting mule trains, mounting guard, 
dragging wagons through the mud, and loading or 
unloading stores.”” No previous training can give a man 
the experience of battle, but it can do very much to fit 
him to acquit himself with credit when the day of battle 
comes, 

During the last summer our Army lost more dives in 
camp and suffered more from disease than they did from 
the bullets of the enemy in a sharp campaign. 

Even with the wisest of management, the condi- 
tions were such in Cuba that the spread of disease was 
so rapid after the surrender of Santiago that the Span- 
iards could, as an officer of the Regular Army said, 
have driven our Army away with sticks if they had 
only waited. Such is the controlling influence of the con- 
ditions that are wholly apart from the mere fighting. 

Excellent service was rendered our last war, as it has 
been in previous wars, by young men who had no suffi- 
cient military training, but who had aptitude, and 
quickly learned to adapt themselves to their new condi- 
tions. But they will themselves testify that they found 
much to learn, and that they could have served with even 
greater credit if they had received before entering upon 
active duty the preliminary instruction that they found 
the need of when it was too late. 

Experience has shown that any military system which 
ignores the necessity for rigid training in the actual rou- 
tine of Army life is, and always must be, a failure. 
Famous victories have been won by men trained in other 
schools than that of the Army, as at New Orleans; but 
these are the exception. The troops at New Orleans 
fought behind breastworks. They were commanded by 
Jackson, a hero of the Revolution, and the wars with 
the Indians, and the men under him were “magnificent 
marksmen, backwoodsmen, frontieremen, Indian fighters 
—men who never fired until sure of their aim.” 

It was experience with this class of men that gave our 
forefathers what confidence they had in a militia organ- 
ization. What General Knox said in ite favor was qual- 
ified by his recommendation of a system of universal 
military training. This has been adopted by Germany 
and France, but an experiencze of over a century under 
our constitution shows that it cannot be applied to this 
country until we are prepared to accept conscription, in- 
stead of volunteering, for the recruiting of our Armies. 
The practical question is what we are to do in the ab- 
sence of it, and we are obviously limited to a choice be- 
tween trained and untrained Volunteers. What credit 
we have for Lundy’s Lane during the War of 1812, was 
won by General Scott with his brigade of Regulars, 
trained and drilled most carefully by the General in per- 
son. The story of our experiences on land during that 









war as a whole, with incompetent officers, and undie- 
ciplined and mutinous militia, could only, as 
Verplanck once eaid, make one “heartsick of his coun- 
try’s shame.” Hull’s surrender, the surprise of Chand- 
ler at Stony Creek; the capture of Boerstler at the Bea- 
ver Dams; the abandonment of Fort George, by Mc- 
Clure; the disaster at Chrysters, are part of this shame- 


at least a nucleus of skilled soldiers. 

It was the eturdy veteran Miles Standish, fresh from 
his service in Huropean wars, who saved the infant col- 
ony of Plymouth from the open and secret hostility of 
the Indians. It was Washington and the soldiers of 
the French and Indian wars and men trained in frontier 
life who formed the backbone of the armies of the Revo- 
lution. It wae the soldiers trained in a similar school 
who won our honors in Mexico. It was the soldiers of 
the Mexican war who were the chief reliance of both 
North and South during the Civili War and finally, it was 
a corps composed almost entirely of such soldiers and of 
the well trained regiments of the Regular Army who 
brushed aside the Spanish defences at San Juan and 
gave us the signal victory which ended the Spanish war. 

And certainly when we come to the Navy, no one can 
doubt that it was Dewey and men like him, trained in the 
school of Farragut and Porter, who swept the Spaniard 
from the seas and gave us victories at which the world 
has not yet ceased to wonder, 
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THB REGULAR ARMY. 


In considering our Regular Army, it must always be 
remembered that it is an Army of Volunteers. The only 
difference between it and the militia is that it is an 
Army of trained Volunteers disciplined and controlled by 
men who have made a life study of the art of war. 

Let us not lose sight of this fact .because of our senti- 
mental regard for men who came nearer to our hearts 
and homes, who more nearly represent civilian ideas of 
war. 

The prejudice against Regular troops is largely an in- 
heritance from conditions that no longer prevail; from 
the days when the business of fighting was farmed out 
and mercenaries were gathered from every quarter to 
fight the battles of aristocratic hostility to freedom. 

Our Regular Army ie a carefuly selected body of Am- 
erican young men whose good character is certified to yr 
and who are as a rule of excellent habits and honorable 
ambitions. If we enlarge the Army we should take 
care to see that its standards are not lowered or its 
morale lessened by the introduction of alien elements. 

Is the manhood of the American people so little to be 
depended upon that they must tremble with alarm be- 
cause they entrust arms and discipline to a body of 
men numbering one-tenth of one per cent. of the whole? 

Popular hostility to the Regular Army has gone so far 
in the past as to resist the attempt to found and main- 
tain the single school we have for military instruction at 
West Point. We remember hearing General Sherman tell 
a story which illustrates the hostility to the Military 
Academy in the days of his cadetship—the period from 
1837 to 1840. In his class was a cadet from Ohio named 
Job Lancaster. Job was a good-natured fellow of such 
immense proportions that no one ventured to assault him, 
and he was accustomed to settle the quarrels of other 
cadets by holding them apart with his huge hands, grasp- 
ing the collar of either belligerent. 

One day Job went home on furlough, and as he wae 
too poor to buy a civilian suit he wore his cadet uniform. 
While at home he attended a political meeting where a 
local orator wae declaiming against the extravagance of 
the administration at Washington. Among other com- 
plaints he alleged that they maintained at West Point a 
useless institution for educating an aristocratic set of 
wasp-waisted cadets. 

Job’s companion took in his huge bulk, with a waist 
that it would take a surcingle to span, and hurried 
to the platform, where he towered head and sho’ 
above the orator, who was an insignificant little fellow. 

“Gentlemen,” be said, turning to the crowd, “let me 
introduce you to one of the wasp-waisted cadete from 
West Point.” 

The result was a shout of laughter and ~~ in the 
midst of which the orator departed diecomfited from the 
stage. 

ot all of the graduates of the Military Academy are 
Job Lancasters in size, but all who know them will con- 
cede that they: are as fine a body of educated soldiers, 





physically and mentally, as are to be found anywhere in 
the world. They are fairly representative of the Regular 
Army and its high standards of duty and honor. 


At San Juan General Hamilton Hawkins had upon 
his staff two of the young graduates. He sent one of 
these aides, Lieut. Michie, to hold the men on one of his 
flanks up to their work, and the other, Lieut. was 
ordered to the other flank. They never returned, for in 
a few moments they had both yielded their bright young 
lives to the demande of duty. 

Both young men would have gone as freely as the 
did had they known that they were never to return. Bo 
were the sons of soldiers of the Regular Army, and had 
been taught from their cradle that their lives belo 
to their country whenever it had need of them. 

Both were trained in the cult of the Regular Army, 
which teaches men that selfish interests mest_have = 
laee where honor and duty are concerned. They ha 

taught from their childhood to salute the Stars and 
Stripes whenever they passed them, and to remem 
that devotion to the flag, the symbol of the country, the 
common mother of us all, must with them dominate all 
other sentiments.

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THE GATHMANN SYSTEM OF FIRING HIGH 
EXPLOSIVES. 

Capt. Charles O’Neil, U. 8S. N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, has sent an interesting memorandum to the 
Senate Naval Committee for its use in considering the 
application of the Gathmann system to the new coast de- 
fence monitors. Capt. O’Neil treats the general subject 
of high explosives first and then gives details of the tests 
made, We take the following from this interesting pa- 
per: 

Of course the only object in using high explosives is 
on account of their greater destructive effect as com- 
pared with gunpowder. Unfortunately, most explosive 
compounds coming under this category are dangerous in 
themselves, some being sensitive to shock and others lia- 
ble to decompose. All of them require to be exploded by 
detonation to obtain their maximum effect. The detona- 
tors, being usually made of fulminate of mercury, are 
exceedingly sensitive, and their necessary use in con- 
nection with a charge of high explosive gives to it a 
dangerous character, unless some special device, such as 
a safety chamber, to contain the detonator, is provided. 
This the Gathmann Torpedo Company has apparently ac- 
complished for use in connection with wet guncotton, 
which is very insensitive to shock, so much so that to 
explode it a primer of dry guncotton of several ounces in 
weight is necessary, as well as the fulminate of mer- 
eury detonator. How the Gathmann safety chamber 





would answer with an explosive more sensitive than wet 


guncotton has not been ascertained. The fact that a 
safety chamber is considered an indispensable feature is 
an admission that premature explosion of the detonator 
may be expected at ‘times; and experience has shown 
that such will occasionally occur, and while no explosion 
of the shell may follow, if the safety chamber is at- 
tached it is rendered inoperative and will not explode on 
impact, 

All the Gathmann experiments have been made with 
wet guncotton, and it has been shown that it is very in- 
sensitive to shoek, and is capable of withstanding the 
roughest kind of treatment if not acted upon by a de- 
tonator, but in order to safely get its projectiles out of 
the guns it is necessary to use about 35 per cent, of 
water, which, of course, reduces the capacity of the 
projectile by that amount in weight. With such a large 
percentage of moisture it is difficult to obtain an explo- 
sion of high order, and in many of the experiments made 
with Gathmaunn shells considerable quantities of uncon- 
sumed guncotton has been picked up near the scene of 
the explosion. 

Persons unfamiliar with the action of the present type 
of projectiles, charged with gunpowder, are apt to under- 
rate their power of destruction, and also to overestimate 
that of wet guncotton. It is a fact that wet guncotton 
is a more powerful explosive by far than ordinary gun- 
powder, but, exploded in the air, it is by no means as 
If confined, its action 
is exceedingly violent, and a small quantity exploded in 
the box of a gun would ruin it; a large charge, under such 
conditions, would probably completely wreck a gun, tur- 
ret, and possibly fatally injure a vessel herself; whereas 
an ordinary shell charged with gunpowder may break 
up and explode in a gun with no injury to it, perhaps, 
beyond disfiguring the rifling. 

et us see, now, what the Gathmann Torpedo Com- 
pany has accomplished during a series of experiments 
extending over a period of two years, at an expense to 
the Government of probably $100,000. 

It has established the fact that large charges of thor- 
oughly saturated guncotton can, under certain conditions, 
be fired at moderately high velocities from ordinary high- 
powered rifled guns, with a considerable degree of safe- 


we 

It has developed a safety chamber to contain the de- 
tonator and dry primer, and shown on several occasions 
that the detonator and dry primer can be exploded in 
said chamber without exploding the main shell charge 
of wet guncotton. 

It has on several occasions fired large shell containing 
wet guncotton, at moderate velocities and rather low 
chamber pressures, and has detonated such shell, in some 
instances, on impact. 

It has shown that large charges of wet guncotton are 
difficult of good detonation at the point of impact, and 
that the destruction, in several cases, was by no means 
as great as might have been expected. 

It has fired some armor-piercing projectiles through 
armor plates and exploded their bursting charge of wef 

uncotton in rear of the plates, I, myself, saw at Sandy 

look on Jan. 19, 1899, a 12-inch armor-piercing shell 
charged with wet guncotton fired at a soft steel plate 
about 12% inches thick. The plate was smal] and was 
broken up, and the shell exploded in rear of it. This, 
however, has been eclipsed at Indian Head, where, on 
Nov. 3, 1897, a 10-inch armor-piercing shell charged with 
jovite, was fired with a velocity of 1,860 foot seconds 
through a 14%-inch face-hardened nickel-steel plate, the 
shell exploding in rear of plate. This shell contained 8% 
peenes of jovite, which costs but 22 cents per pound 
as against 60 cents for guncotton), and was exploded 
with a simple fuse, ey J 18 cents, no detonator being 
used. This was followed by the firing of a 10-inch semi- 
armor-piercing shell containing 28 pounds of similar ex- 
plosive, fired with a velocity of 1,925 foot seconds against 
this plate (which was quite large, being 17% by 8 feet) 
at a point where it was 16 inches thick. The shell pene- 
trated to a depth of 12 inches and burst with great vio- 
lence, due to the heat generated by its distortion on im- 
pact, there being no fuse, The plate, which had received 
four impacts previously, was broken in ante. The lat- 
ter shell was fired principally to show that a good-sized 
bursting charge could be safely thrown from the gun at 
high velocity. 

While success has been reached in several instances 
by the Gathmann Company, there has been a long series 
of failures, which should be taken into account in a gen- 
eral consideration of the subject, and the likelihood of 
their recurrence should be carefully weighed. 

The only thing I can see now to which the Gathmann 
Torpedo Company has any legitimate claim is the safety 
device for containing a detonator, and primer, and a new 
shape of shell, which may turn out to be a good thing, 
or otherwise, 

‘I do not wish to be understood as being opposed to the 
use of high explosives for naval purposes, but I do not 
think we have yet reached a point in the development of 
the art which warrants our proceeding to do so without 
the utmost caution and much fdrther investigation of 
the subject. 

As regards the adoption of the 15-inch Gathmann gun 
and projectiles for the harbor defence monitors now un- 
der construction, I am constrained to say that such a 
scheme does not meet with my approval, because it 
would, in my opinion, be an unwarrantable proceeding to 
introduce into the service, without the most exhaustive 
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and conclusive tests, a new type of gun 
so radically in character from those now in use 

ies i Sy — Sas Roa mele lar 
ce, 8) guns a uu use are not 
likely to be as useful as those intended w meet the ordi- 
nary requirements of the service. Secondly, no new 
type of gun or shell should be put in service until after 
an exhaustive test at the proving ground, nor is it safe 
to say that experiments safely conducted on a small or 
even on a large scale can be as safely done on a much 
larger scale, 

The proposed scheme of large-caliber guns, with pro- 
jectiles of relatively light weight for the caliber, is neith- 
er new nor novel. It is well known that with compara- 
td 6 low chamber pressures a high muzzle velocity can 
be obtained with such guns, but this is at the expense 
of long range, except at high angles of elevation. ‘The 
gun proposed, however, would have quite an effective 
range. ‘he guns designed by the Department for the 
new monitors (and the forgings for wmch have already 
been ordered) are of 12-inch caliber ana of new type, 
calculated to give great range and penetrating power, 
with flat trajectory. 

An act of Congress, approved June 10, 1896, provided 
$50,000 “for testing methods of throwing high explo- 
sives from guns on board ship with the ordinary veloci- 
ties’; this being an item in the regular naval appropria- 
tion bill for the years 1896 and 1897. 

While the particular line of experiments was not spe- 
cified, it was understood at the Navy Department that 
they were to be in connection with the so-called Gath- 
mann gun and projectiles. Accordingly an improvised 
12-inch gun was made of a tube intended for one of the 
13-inch guns of the battleship Kearsarge, the intention 
being to use this tube for its original purpose after the 
Gathmann experiments were concluded, in case it sur- 
vived them. e shell was of forged nickel-steel, and 
weighed, with its charge of wet guncotton, 950 pounds, 
the weight of the guncotton being 307 pounds. This 
shell, like all the Gathmann shell of that date, had a 
movable piston-like base, which was considered one of 
its special features. On firing the gun there was a simul- 
taneous explosion of the guncotton shell within the bore, 
which completely wrecked the gun and its mount, ren- 
dering it necessary to purchase a new tube for the Kear- 
sarge. The cause of this premature explosion has never 
been satisfactorily accounted for, but is supposed to have 
been due to the faulty action or design of the primer and 
detonating charge. After this a number of experiments 
were carried on at Indian Head with projectiles of vari- 
ous kinds (designed by Mr. Gathmann), which were 
fired from an old muzzle-loading 8-inch converted rifle, 
their chief object being to show that long columns of wet 
guncotton could be safely fired with powder impulse at 
moderately high velocities and pressures, and these ex- 
periments were attended with more or less success. 

Further experiments were made in detonating large 
masses of wet guncotten in contact with armor plates. 
In these experiments the guncotton, containing only 
about 13 per cent. of moisture, was placed in contact 
with the plate, and care was taken to secure an explo- 
sive of a high order. The results were not as marked 
as was expected, and in one instance they were sur- 
prisingly insignificant. A heavy plate was, in one of the 
above cited cases, broken by the explosion of 500 pounds 
of wet guncotton, but as no comparison was made with 
any other explosive it is difficult to arrive at any defi- 
nite conclusion as to what would have Rappened had 
500 pounds of powder been exploded under like circum- 
stances. In another of the cases 300 pounds of wet gun- 
— was exploded against a plate with practically no 
effect. 

Among the many e oe at Sandy Hook, 
the following are cited gro ficial reports to show 
how little damage was W@fhree 12-inch Gathmann 
shells fired against one plate: 

On May 31, 1898, a 12-inch shell, weighing 844 pounds 
and containing 264 pounds of wet guncetton, was fired at 
a nickel-steel plate 10 inches thick and 8 feet long by 4 
feet high. e shell struck the plate and exploded, 
whirling the plate around and dislodging it from its sup- 
ports, but doing it no damage. Jonsiderable uncon- 
sumed guncotton was picked up near the plate, but ap- 
parently most of it exploded. 

On June 10, 1898, another 12-inch shell, weighing 905 
pounds and containing 299 pounds of wet guncotton con- 
taining 30% of moisture, was fired at the same plate. The 
shell exploded on impact, and while the plate was forced 
exploded on impact, and while the plate was forced 
through the sand some 20 feet, it was but slightly in- 
gored—snerely bulged on the back to a slight extent. 
Some unconsumed guncotton was picked up near the 
plate, but not as much as in the preceding experiment. 

On June 16, 1898, another 12-inch shell, weighing 960 
pounds and containing wa panda of wet guncotton (30 
per cent. moisture), was fired at the same plate, but 
owing to a premature explosion of the detonator the 
shell was not exploded. t struck the plate, however, 
and knocked it down. 

It will be seen that while this plate was struck three 
times by heavy 12-inch shells, containing large charges 
of wet guncotton, two of which exploded on impact, it 
was not injured aside from the slight bulge referred to. 
It is positively certain that an ordinary armor-piercing 
shell without any bursting charge or a semi-armor-pierc- 
ing shell containing gunpowder would have wrought 
— destruction to this plate than did the guncotton 
shells. 

On Sept. 23, 1898, at Sandy Hook, a 12-inch shell 
of the same type as those used in the three foregoing 
experiments, weighing 945 pounds and containing 210 
pounds of guncotton completely saturated, was fired at 
this same plate, which was supported by an oak frame, 
heavily backed with sand. This plate, which had already 
been struck and slightly bulged, as previously described, 
was struck by the shell, which exploded on impact, 
breaking the plate in two pieces through the point of 
impact and the depression just mentioned, and an exami- 
nation of the fracture revealed an old crack through the 
depression, extending beyond its edges. An ordinary un- 
charged 12-inch shell would, beyond doubt, have smashed 
this plate as effectively as did the guncotton shell. 

On Dec. 2, 1898, the first of the new type of Gath- 
mann shells, tapering at the front end, was tested in a 
12-inch gun at Sandy Hook. It weighed 744 pounds and 
contained but 116 pounds of wet gunecotton. It was 
fired against a 10-inch nickel-steel plate and exploded on 
impact, breaking the plate in two pieces, both of which 
were thrown considerable distance, and the target struc- 
ture was demolished. This was a very saccessful shot, 
but an ordinary 12-inch shell would have wrecked the 
plate, but would not have made as much havoc, prob- 
ably, with the sand and oak backing. 

Another trial was that of a 12-inch mortar shell weigh- 








ing 1,000 pounds and containing 49 pounds of wet gun- 
cotton. his shell was fired against a 4%4-inch nickel- 


steel plate and perforated it, as might be expected; but 
the shell failed to explode and was recovered whole in 
rear of the target, the fuse having been blown off. 

o more of the new shells were fired to show that 
o- would explode on striking the water. One failed 
entirely and the other exploded, not on first impact, but 
on ricochet.

ADMIRAL SCHLEY IN HIS OWN DEFENCE. 


On Feb. 20 Rear Adml, Winfield 8S. Schley availed 
himself of the permission granted to him by the Navy 
Department to hand to the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs two statements in reply to the criticisms upon 
him contained-in a communication recently sent to the 
Senate by the Secretary of the Navy. The first state. 
ment is a general answer to Secretary Long’s criticisms, 
The second is a detailed explanation of the movements 
of the flying squadron, and contains a number of of- 
ficial communications, including a personal letter from 
Sampson to Schley which has never been published. 

Adml. Schley disclaims at the outset any purpose of 
controversy with the Navy Department, first, because 
his ideas of proper subordination of all officers of the 
Navy to this official head forbid, and, second, no officers 


can be upon such terms of equality with that head as 
will enable him to do so, So far as he is concerned, he 
says, the letter of the department can be divided under 
these heads: 

1. The alleged delay off Cienfuegos. 

2. The alleged slow progress toward Santiago de Cuba 


“from Cienfuegos. 


The retrograde movements on the 26th and 27th of 


May. 

4. The battle of Santiago and the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet. - 

The Admiral says that his orders from Sampson on 
May 19 were to blockade Cienfuegos, which he proceeded 
to do. He had no knowledge that there were any in- 
surgents about Cienfuegos who were friendly until the 
Marblehead arrived on the 24th. Even had he had this 
knowledge on the 23d of May, the surf would have pre- 
vented communication. On his arrival he sent Comdr. 
McCalla of the Marblehead ashore to establish relations 
with the insurgents, the result of which was made 
known to him at 3:40 of May 24. Then, for the first 
time, he learned definitely that the Spanish fleet was not 
at Cienfuegos. Within two hours he started for Santi- 
ago. 
“What possible ground of criticism,” he says, “adverse 
to me there can be in all this I do not see. I was on the 
spot acting under orders which gave me entire discre- 
tion, and yet clothed me with the responsibility of going 
to Santiago only after I was satisfied that the fleet was 
not at Cienfuegos.” 

Adml. Schley quotes a letter from Adml. Sampson, 
dated May 20, which was received on May 23, referring 
to the blockade of Cienfuegos. “After duly considering 
this telegram, I have decided to make no changes in the 
present plan; that is, that you should hold your squad- 


ron off Cienfuegos. If the Spanish ships have put into 
Santiago they must come either to Havana or Cienfue- 
gos to deliver the munitions of war which they are said 


to bring for use in Cuba. I am, therefore, of the opinion 
that our best chance of success in capturing these ships 
will be to hold the two points, Cienfuegos and Havana, 
with all the force we can muster. If later it should de- 
velop that these vessels are at Santiago, we can then 
assemble off that port the ships best suited for the pur- 
pose and completely blockade it. Until we then receive 
more positive information we shall continue to hold Ha- 
vana and Cienfuegos.” 

Admil. Schley adds: ‘This letter is not printed either 
in the appendix or.executive documents ©, but I re- 
ceived it on the , and it shows that I was expected 
to hold my squadron off Cienfuegos.” 

As to the second head he says: “The Secretary as- 
sumes that I was in fault for allowing the Bagle, which 
was of small aperianse as a fighting force compared 
with the rest of the force, to reduce materially the speed 
of the squadron. In respect to this I have to say that 
she was a part of the force which Adml. Sampson had 
thought proper to send me, together with the lowa and 
the collier. I had no right to abandon her without a 
necessity not then apparent to me. The speed of a fleet 
must necessarily be regulated by that of its slowest ves- 
sel. The Eagle was not the only slow vessel in that 
fleet; the Vixen and the collier were the others. The 
weather at sea was such that much greater speed could 
not have been _— up.” 

After quoting t logs of the vessels composing the 
fleet as to the weather conditions of the trip, Schley says 
he was ordered to proceed to Santiago immediately. 

“If I had known that the Spanish fleet was in the lat- 
ter port,” he says, “I trust that it is not necessary for 
me to assure the honorable committee that no consider- 
ation of the Bagle or anything else would have pre- 
vented me from getting there at the earliest possible mo- 
ment with the larger vessels, but the weather and 
sea and the slow moving vessels made it impossible to do 
better than I did. 

“Third—The retrograde movements of May 26 and 27: 
These are what the honorable Secretary, adopting the 
language of Adml. Sampson, characterizes as ‘reprehen- 
sible’ conduct. In reply to this I can only say that 
never before, in a professional life of more than forty- 
two years, was any such language used to characterize 
conduct of mine, and I can see no reason for its use 
now. An officer’s conduct should be judged first in the 
light of his own character for professional zeal and 
ability. The honorable Secretary pays me a high tribute 
when he says that I was selected for command of the 
flying squadron without any solicitation or suggestion on 
my part, or that of any one in my behalf, and solely 
with a view to the best interests of the public service. 
I trust that there is no doubt in the mind of any mem- 
ber of your committee that in all I did while in com- 
mand of that flying squadron I was animated by the 
sole desire to do my duty fully and completely to my 
country and to deserve the high compliment that had 
been paid me in assigning me to that command. Acting 
in accordance with my best judgment in view of the cir- 
cumstances, without any certain knowledge of the 
whereabouts of the Spanish fleet; after having been in- 
formed by the scouts commanded by euch officers as 
Sigsbee, Jewell and Wise that they had seen nothing of 
it and knew nothing of its movements or its whereabouts 
since it left Curacoa; after having been assured by Sigs- 
hee that he did not believe it was in Santiago, and by 
the emphatic declaration of Pilot Nunez; and knowing 
that as the sea and weather were then it would be 
impossible to coal my squadron off the port, I deemed 
it best to take the action I did, the final result of which 
wae the location of the enemy’s fleet in Santiago har- 
0r. 

Referring to the Secretary’s despatch that Cubans 
could be found five or six miles from the mouth of Santi- 
ago harbor, Schley says he learned on June 2, through 
Pilot Nunez, when he landed west of the harbor, that 
the entire Spanish fleet was in the harbor, and Nunez. 
he adds, was ordered to report the fact promptly to Rear 
Adml. Sampson, then_in command. Schley calls atten- 
tion to the exploits of Lient. Blue, as reported by Comdr. 
Delahanty, wherein the latter says he was ordered by 
Sampson on June 11 to get in immediate communication 
with the insurgents and secure reliable information as 
to what ships, if any, of the Spanish Navy were in Santi- 
ago harbor. From Blue’s report it would be seen, says 
Schley, that it was not so easy to secure this informa- 
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tion, even ten days after Ronqueaie order, as the Cubans 
in Washington, of whom the department speaks, thought 
it would be, and the point where the insurgents were 
was not “five or six miles,” but twenty miles to the west, 
it aking Blue more than three daye to do his work. 

Fourth—As to the battle of Santiago and the destruc- 
tion of Cervera’s fleet, Schley says: 

“The facts of the contests speak for themselves. In 
wy official report to Adml. Sampson, July 6, I said: 

“*T congratulate you most sincerely upon thie great 
victory to the squadron under your command, and am 
giad that I had an opportunity to contribute in the least 
ty a victory that seems big enough for all of us.’ 

“The department has done me the honor to refer to 
my despateh of July 10, wherein I say: 

“Victory was secured by the force under command 
of the Commander-in-Chief of the North Atlantic sta- 
rion, and to him the honor is due.’ 

“IT am quite willing, gentlemen of the committee, to 
have you contrast the spirit of this with the spirit that 
breathes through the letter beginning _— Dear Mr. Sec- 
retary, at the close of the same page, wherein the Com- 
mander-in-Chief speaks of me. As to all this criticism 
of my course prior to the discovery = me on May of 
Cervera’s fleet, whether from Adml. Sampson or the de- 
partment, none of it has ever been made either by or 
through me; and I never heard a word of it from any one 
yutil after the battle with that: fleet, although more 
than five weeks had passed since the alleged ‘reprehen- 
sible conduct’ had occurred. Although Rear Adml. 
Sampson used this language to the Secretary concerning 
me on the 10th of July (just one week after the battle), 
he has never to this day in any manner or to 
any extent intimated to me any disapprobation, 
or made to me any criticism of my conduct of the 
fying squadron. In conclusion I ask the attention of 
your honorable committee to the detailed statement here- 
with submitted, and have the honor to be, very respect- 


fully, 
“W. S. ScuHiey, Rear Admiral, U. S. Navy.” 

In the detailed statement accompanying this Adml. 
Schley quotes the following letter of Adml. Sampson, 
dated May 19, 1898, mentioning a rumor by way of Ha- 
yana that the Spanish squadron had put into Santiago. 
This was, however, accompanied by a letter in which 
\dm!. Sampson said: 

“I have decided to make no change in the present plans 
that is, that you should hold your squadron off Cien- 
fuegos. If the Spanish ships have put into Santiago, 
they must come either to Havana or Cienfuegos to de- 
liver the munitions of war which they are said to bring 
for use in Cuba. I therefore am of opinion that our best 
chance of success in capturing their ships will be to hold 
the two points, Cienfuegos and Havana, with all the 
force we can muster. If, later, it should develop that 
these vessels are at Santiago, we could then assemble 
off that port the ships best suited for the purpose and 
completely blockade it. Until we, then, receive more posi- 
tive information, we shall continue to hold Havana and 
Santiago. (This evidently should be Cienfuegos, W. 8. 
S.)

Adml. Schley then tells of his approaching Cienfuegos

If 
the advantage gained by the Brooklyn’s turn outward to

‘Viewing the situation from my position, on a plat- 
form built around the conning tower, with unobstructed 
observation of the ships of both fleets, there was no 
question in my mind that the resulte of the battle were 
aided largely by this maneuver of the Brooklyn at that 
decisive moment.

“The report of the Board of Executive Officers indi- 
cates that every ship of the enemy examined by them 
showed the marks of 8-inch, 5-inch and 6-pound guns. 
All these guns were on the battery of the Brooklyn; she 
was the only vessel in our fleet which carried 5-inch 
guns, and it is only fair to assume that the 5-inch gun 
marks on these vessels favored the belief that the 8-inch 
marks and the 6-pounder marks in fair proportion were 
made by the Brooklyn’s guns also. The Brooklyn was 
struck some twenty-six times, and bore some forty-odd 
wounds from the enemy's projectiles; we lost the only 
man killed in our fleet in the action and had two of 
our crew wounded, one seriously, the other less gravely. 

“In my official report of the combat, dated July 6, I 
make no mention of this maneuver as its effect upon 
the battle was never a question with me. I regarded it 
only as an incident of the action which had achieved 
an advantage; but as the results flowing from it were 
so brilliantly successful for our forces, I did not imagine 
it needed or could need any explanation, as might have 
been required if defeat bad occurred from the maneuver. 

“On May 31 I received a telegram from the Comman- 
der-in-Chief congratulating me upon success in locating 
and blockading the enemy’s fleet at Santiago. If it was 
worthy of commendation at that time, I am at a loss 
to understand how it could have grown into represen- 
sible conduct. as suggested by Adm]. Sampson in hie let- 
ter of July 10, 1898, some six weeks later.”

SUBMARINDB BOATS. 


P. Walter D’Alton, who engineered the last of the 
Nordenfelt submarine boat, and served in her in 1886 
and 1887 until she was lost, condemns without quali- 


fication all submarine boats in a letter to the London 
“Engineer” of Feb, 3. He tells us that “the design- 
ing and building of submarine bogts seems to be a sort 
of madness with one counte¥ after another, the only cure 
for which appears to be the gctnal*ranning of the boats 
so designed and constructed; ald then for a season the 
world is clear of talk of these impossibilities until the 
next country takes the fit, when the same enthusiasm 
is displayed, the same nonsense talked. the same mis- 
takes made, and finally the same relegation to the 
scrap heap of the object of all the hopes and enthusi- 
asm. The submarine boat, with its crankiness, its ab- 
sence of buoyancy, its danger—to its friends—is impos- 
sible as an engine of war, and, as Lord Charles Beres- 
ford said: ‘is quite useless as a fifhting machine, owing 
to the necessary absence of morale amongst a crew 
which would be in a blue funk of it all the time.’ But 
the Nordenfelt, as a partly-submerged vessel, showing 
a wonderfully small target, and steaming, as she could. 
in that condition at the rate of 19 knots, was a very ugly 
enemy to face.” 

The success of the Nordenfelt, according to Mr. 
D’Alton, demonstrated “the absolute impossibility of any 
and every submarine boat.” She steamed 14 miles under 
water in a series of long dives; she remained totally 
submerged in deep water, with nine men on board. for 
six hours, and she went under thirty times in each of 
the two years. Ten knots an hour in deep water was 
found to be the safe limit of prudence. 


FROM OUR PHILIPPINE CORRESPONDENT 
Cavite, P. I., Jan. 8. 

In telling, or rather in writing, of the state of things 
in these white-elephant possessions of Uncle Sam’s, one 
feels as if he were chronicling the condition of a very ill 
man, who has lain for days in an unconscious condition. 
for the invariable phrase is, “situation unchanged.” And 
so it is as far as we can discern, Every moment we look 
for some sign of fresh complication, constantly are we 
on the alert for smouldering fires to break into blaze and 
ready at any moment for the crisis that must come before 
very long. 

This status quo condition cannot last very much long- 
er; some slight cause will precipitate a conflict. The 
tension is too great to be longer maintained. Every one 
here and at Manila seems under a severe strain, Army 
officers are restricted to their quarters. Everything about 
them shows their expectation of having to act on the de- 
fensive at a moment’s notice. and they are in a state of 
preparedness for anything that may come. That word 
“preparedness” was coined by Capt. Alfred Mahan and 
has the significance of no other word in the Png- 
lish laneuage. It expresses exactly the condition here 
and-at Manila. the state of preparedness for war. 

The value of this prenaration will certainly be soon in 
evidence. The ships all have steam in their boilers and 
ean sail on a moment's notice. Even the women and 
children in the Army contingent at Manila show their 
feeling of insecurity. Their preparations are all made 
for rushing aboard a transport just as soon as the emer- 
gency arrives. In the meantime, life goes on ‘merrily 
here and at Manila. New Year’s dav had all sorts of 
festivities to mark the heginning of 99. The year was 
ushered in the night before by a dance on the Concord.

THE MANILA CAMPAIGN. 


The week has been an eventful one at Manila, a per- 
sistent attempt to burn the city having been made 
Wednesday night, Feb. 22. Santa Cruz, San Nicolas 


and Tondo were the city quarters chosen And a large 
area, containing 600 or 700 houses besides the flimsy na- 
tive huts, was burned, with a loss estimated at half a 
million dollars. There was great excitement during the 
fire and native sharpshooters fired on the American 
troops from the roofs of houses, as well as from distant 
cover outside the city. Stringent measures were neces- 
sary to drive these men away before the fire could he 
fought in safety, and while the troops were engaged in 
this work the fire gained headway. Seven of the 13th 
Minnesota were wounded, including Capt. N. C. Robin- 
son. While the fire was burning, press accounts say 
that impediments were placed in the way of the fire- 
men, and the hose was cut five different times. It was 
necessary to drive off the natives who were inclined to 
be insolent. The danger from live electric light wires 
made it necessary to close the circuit in the burning re- 
gion, and the only light in certain parts of the city was 
that furnished by the blaze. Several hundred prisoners 
were taken and many natives burned. General Otis 
issued an order the next day requiring the inhabitants 
to remain in their homes after 7 o’clock in the evening, 
stating that very active demonstrations will be made 
upon incendiaries or suspects. Tondo is a native suburb 
on the north of Manila. It lies along the bay shore 
north of Binondo, the business district of the city. It is 
built almost entirely of nipa huts. Santa Cruz is a 
much more substantial district, east of Binondo, and 
San Nicolas is a small district on the north bank of the 
Pasig, just at its mouth. It was one of the barrios or 
sub-divisions of the Binondo district. 

As a military movement the burning of these native 
quarters is altogether in our favor. In fact, Gen. Otis 
took a hand, too, and burned the remains of the infested 
district. It will give Gen. Otis an opportunity to reduce 
the number of native sympathizers in the city and the 
ruins are no longer a source of danger to the garrison, 
and the foreign quarters. If the insurgents would fire 
the whole country about Manila it would save us many 
2 man shot down by a concealed enemy. 

Despatches from Gen. Otis show that there are con- 
stant attacks of this kind, and nearly every day we lose 
a few men in this way. There is no doubt that the na- 
tives are able to change their status from friendly to 
hostile almost at will as we are obliged to allow lar 
numbers to live in Manila who are not distinguishable 
from the enemy in the field. Of concerted attacks there 
does not appear to have been anything serious during 
the week, though a concentration of the insurgents took 
slace both in the north abont Caloocan and on the east

The enemy lose a many men, our .30 caliber 
Springfields proving themselves a more deadly weapon 
than the Mausers, and our fire is much more accurate. 
Where the Filipinos get their ammunition is a question, 
and it may be that their feverish activity is due partly 
to the necessity of accomplishing something promptly. 
Admiral Dewey is accumulating a fleet of small vessels 
with which he ay be able to cordon the island of Luzon 
and prevent supplies in future. 

Cablegrams are not a wr satisfactory source of ac- 
curate information, though Gen, Otis takes pains to cor- 
rect errors and supply dates. From those that have 
been received we judge that the first affair at Caloocan 
when that place was captured was quite a serious affair. 
We lost six men killed, 4 officers and 57 men wounded. 
On the Tariquina road beyond the pumping works our 
losses were 1 officer and 11 men wounded in two ac- 
tions. Other engagements have not cost so much as 
these. ° 

On the island of Pusey matters seem to be in favor- 
able condition. Gen. Miller finds his force sufficient and 
the desire of the Negros to accept our rule indicates that 
the opposition in Luzon is an inaldo rebellion. The 
whole tribe of Visayas is friendly, and if we chose to 
raise an army among them we could have the men. 
Rear Admiral Dewey will shortly send ships around to 
the different islands to inform the natives of the change 
of sovereignty. Admiral Dewey cabled to the Depart- 
ment to-day that the boilers of the Boston had been re- 
turned to Cavite and were now in excellent condition.

TO BE APPOINTED NAVAL CADETS. 


Senator Chandler has submitted to the Senate, with a 
report recommending its passage, the resolution of Sena- 
tor Mallory authorizing the President to appoint as 
Cadets to the Naval Academy Acting Naval Cadets who 
served with credit during the war with Spain, to be 
shown by the recommendation of the commanding offi- 
cer of the ship in which they served. Said Cadets so 
appointed, before admission to the Naval Academy, must 
be under 21 years of age and must pass the examina- 
tion now required of Cadets for admission to said Acad- 
emy. The number of Cadets coming under the terms 
of the resolution is seven, as shown by the letter of the 
Navy Department, which also gives the name of each. 
The letter of the Secretary respecting these appointments 
says: “Of the fifteen Naval Cadets appointed for tem- 
porary service during the war between the United States 
and Spain, but seven will be under 21 years of age upon 
the date of the next examination for admission to the 
United States Nawdl] Academy May 15 next. The 
names of these Cagets, together with their ages and 
records of service, are @ppended: 

“Hilary A. Herbert, Jr., age 20; appointed May 28, 
1898: served on U. S. S, St. Louis and U. 8S. 8. Brook-

“The reports made by the commanding officers of the 
vessels to which these Cadets were attached, so far as 
they have heen received in the Department. indicate that 
they performed their duties creditably, taking into con- 
sideration their inexperience and lack of proper training. 
With the limitations as to age and other qualifications 
for admission as now prescribed in the resolution, the 
Department perceives no objection to its passage.”

THE PHILIPPINE COMMANDERS. 


One of the most efficient of our Commanders in the 
Philippines is Brig. Gen. Samuel Ovenshine, who, like 
nearly all the other leaders there, brings to his difficult 
task the valuable experience of the Civil War and sub 
sequent Indian fighting. Gen. Ovenshine was born in 
Pennsylvania, entered the Regular Army as 2d Lieu- 
tenant in 1861 from Maryland and rose to be Captain 
by 1864, his service having been largely in New Mex- 
ico. He was Major in the 23d Ind., Lieutenant Colone! 
in the 15th Inf., and returned to the 23d as Colonel in 
1895. He served for seven years in Montana during the 
Indian troubles there, being engaged in the Poplar 
River expedition, and took part in the repression of 
the strikes in Chicago in 1894, when a dangerous situa- 
tion was met With so much discretion by the Army, u 
discretion well exhibited in his own conduct. In the 
present war he was the first Colonel to report 
for duty at New Orleans, though he went there 
from a Texas post not on the railroad. Much of the time 
he was in command of the camp at New Orleans until 
ordered to San Francisco with the 23d and 18th Inf. to 
take ship for Manila. As Colonel of the 23d he took 
part in the capture of Manila and Gen. MacArthur’s re- 
port said of him: “The invincible composure of Colonel 
Ovenshine during an exposure in dangerous space for 
more than an hour was conspicuous and very inspiring 
to the troops; and the efficient manner in which he took 
advantage of opportunities as they arose during the 
varying aspects of the fight was of great practical value 
in determining the result.” General Ovenshine’s promo- 
tion dates from the fall of Manila, and the terms in 
which his Brigade Commander speaks of him indicate 
well the sterling qualities of an unpretentious, efficient 
and gallant soldier.

General Henry, who has desired sincerely and labored 
constantly to give the Porto Ricans the fullest liberty in 
self-government, has been obliged to change his policy 
somewhat. The native cabinet, representing the liberal 
party, did not propose to give their rivals, the radicals, 
any rights. Munoz Rivera, the Minister of State, seemed 
to look upon himself as rather more than the English 
Premier, and proposed to arrogate all control to him- 
self. There began to be talk of the early withdrawal 
of the American troops and the erection of a Porto 
Rican State, with Rivera as Civil Governor. Genera) 
Henry removed first Dr. Carbonell, Minister of Fo- 
mento, and put the public instruction under Genera! 
John Eaton and public works under Major Pearce. The 
remaining members of the Insular Cabinet demanded 
the privilege of selecting a Porto Rican for the vacated 
office. General Henry promptly ousted the whole Cabi- 
net, and constituted four departments, with American 
titles of State, Justice, Finance and Interior. The head 
of each department is to correspond directly with the 
Governor yeneral and take orders from him, and any 
head objecting to American methods will be relieved at 
once, On these terms the members of the old Cabinet 
could remain, but they declined, and resigned. Gen. 
Henry then appointed Francisco de Acuna Secretary of 
State, Herminio Diaz Minister of Justice. Coll y Toste 
Secretary of the Treasury and Federico Dejetau Secre- 
tary of the Interior. Gen. Henry also took the native 

olice into his own hands. These are good moves. The 

istory of all countries shows that the duties of the 
free are not learned in a day, and there is no conver 
sion that can transform a Spaniard in two months into 
an American. No violent political change has been 
made. Three members of the new Cabinet are Liberals 
as before, one is a Radical. One-of the old members is 
found in the new Cabinet. General Henry is demon- 
strating his ability as a civil administrator, as he has 
before shown his ability as a soldier. 





The advisability of sending reinforcements to General 
Otis has been discussed at the War Department dur- 
ing the past week, and it has been decided to order the 
9th Inf. to San Francisco, where it will await further 
instructions to proceed to Manila. In anticipation of a 
call for reinforcements the Department is preparing the 
6th and 9th Inf. for such service. The 24th has also 
been under consideration, but there is more probability 
that the 13th or 2ist will be sent than the 24th. There 
are many troops on their way now to the assistance 
of General Otis, and when they arrive the Regulars of 
Gen. Otis’s corps will number 13,404. If the 6th, 9th 
and 24th regiments are sent from San Francisco, as 
contemplated, their arrival will increase his whole com- 
mand to 27, troops. The latest advices at the War 
Department indicate that the 9th Inf. will leave New 
York March 7 for San Francisco and on arrival there 
will await assignment to a transport to take it to Manila.

THD BEEF INQUIRY. 


The Court of Inquiry selected by the President to in- 
vestigate the charges of Major Gen. Miles regarding the 
peef supply of the Army in the war with Spain met Fri- 
jay morning and perfected an organization. The mem- 
vers of the court are Maj. Gen. John F. Wade, Brig. 
Gen. George W. Davis, and Col. George L. Gillespie. 
(ol. George B. Davis, who acted as Judge Advocate of 
the court martial that tried Gen. Eagan has been selected 
as recorder of the Court of Inquiry. The court was or- 
jered to convene Feb, 15, but the severity of the storme 
kept Gen, Wade snowbound at Pitteburg, and Gen. Davis 
was blockaded in Charleston, 8. C. 

Gen. Miles was sworn and questioned first about the 
reported interviews with newspaper reporters. He 
pointed to one that was an acknowledged fraud, another 
that Was spread out to great length by incorpora part 
of his public testimony, but which also showed his re- 
fusals to answer questions. Efforts to interview him 
were made every day, and he had endeavored to give such 
information ag Was proper, but never to produce preju- 








ice against any person or the department. While other 
subjects had oceupied his attention early in the war he 
had expected that beef would be suppl on the hoof 


as it had been through the South during the Civil War, 
in Arizona, Texas, and in Mexico, where it was so 
hot that a seldier could not sit upon the rocks. He un- 
lersiood Cuba and Porto Rico were excellent grass 
countries, and cattle could be shipped and kept in prime 
vondition. He understood that our troops in Porto 
Rico were still supplied with refrigerator beef, anon 
ihe country was as good a grass country as any in the 
world, the cattle there were panty. and the Spanish 
troops drew all their meat supply from this source. The 
situation now is different from that during the war. Now 
there are ice machines on shore. n there was not 
ice enough for the hospitals. He heard many complaints 
of the canned roast beef, but did not appreciate their 
wrious character until he received the reports of officers 
that the whole Fifth Co was weak and prostrated. 
This was in August, when a question -of a parade 
through New York was broached. Gen. Bates at that 
time reported that only about one-fifth of the men at 
Montauk Point were in condition to march through New 
York. Gen. Miles said this seemed to him remarkable, 
ax there was no yellow fever at the Point, and he thought 
the men certainly ought to be over their malaria. He 
therefore ordered an inquiry into the beef, about which 
there had been 60 much complaint. 

He thought his use of the words “pretense of experi- 
ment” was unfortunate, and disclaimed any intention to 
impute fraud to any one. “Theory of experiment” would 
have been more correct. As a matter of fact, it was an 
experiment, and a very costly one. He read a summary 
of 100 letters referring to the beef. 

Lieut. Col. Van Horne, 13th Inf., had used all kinds— 
canned, corned, refrigerated and canned roast beef. The 
criticisms of the canned roast beef began early, and were 
uade often. It was objected to on the score of its lack 
of nutriment, its taste and its appearance. After the 
men got cooking utensils they stewed their canned beef. 
Before that they ate it from the can. Either way it was 
bad enough, and though none of it that witness remem- 
bered was actually spoiled, it was unpalatable, and the 
ground of constant complaint. 

When the refrigerator beef arrived, a large part of it 
was spoiled, and the men continued to use the canned 
meats. The spoiled refrigerator beef was laid out on 
the hill for the buzzards. Several issues were lost in this 
way. The witness had eaten some refrigerator beef 
which arrived in camp untainted, and found that good. 
The men ate it without complaint, and he had no reason 
to believe it was in any manner different from the beef 
he had received at Army ts in the States.

Vhen Col. Viele was asked why he had not reported 
the complaints about the beef he answered: “For one 
leason that for a long time there was not a sheet of 
paper in my command.” 

An interesting subject was the issue of canned roast 
wef to the Army as a component of the actual ration 
in past years. In spite of the order of 1 Gen. Miles 
did not know that canned roast beef was a part of the 
Army ration. He did not understand the canned beef 


now in question was meant. When his attention was 
finally attracted to the canned roast beef, recently issued, 
he assumed that it was being issued as an experiment, 
since it was not understood by him that canned roast 


heef was a part of the regular ration. Maj. J. M. Lee, 
‘th Inf., said that in an experience of thirty-six years 
he had never known of a can of roast beef ever being 
issued, and he had no experience with it in Cuba. 

Col. A. T. Smith had never heard of it being issued 
prier to the Spanish war. He supposed it was intended 
wd ng eaten from the can, since it was issued ae a travel 
ration. 

Col. Powell thought cattle on the hoof in Cuba would 
have been preferable to the refrigerated beef supply. Col. 
Viele had the same opinion. Cattle on the hoof could 
lave been used between the time of landing and the 
surrender, while the men were employed in the siege, by

Maj. Lee thought beef on the hoof would have been 
nore satisfactory in Cubd than refrigerated beef, al- 
thouch he said his opinion might result largely from the 
fact that all his experience in the Civil and Indian wars 
tad heen with cattle in herds. Refrigerated beef sup- 
ply was a novelty, and when the camps were removed 
three miles from the refrigerators in the tropics difficulty 
would be experienced in keeping it fresh while en route.

There is a provision in the Naval Personnel bill which, 
if adopted in conference, will lead to the gradual reduc- 
tion of the Civil Engineers Corps, inasmuch as it pro- 
vides that no further appointments shall be made to 
that department. Senator Chandler is responsible for 
the provision, but why it was introduced no one seems 
to know. Capt. Endicott, head of the Corps, is appre- 
hensive that it may vail in conference, in which event 
he says his Corps will be crippled to an alarming extent 
as there is an insufficiency of officers now, and more will 
be required as the work of developing the Navy pro- 
ceeds, The bill promotes Assistant Naval Constructor 
Robert Dashiell several numbers and places his name 
on the register just below that of Constructor Wood- 
ward. Dashiell was appointed a Constructor from the 
line and assigned to special ordnance work, taking his 
place, however, at the bottom of the list.

resented, and a score or more of handsome Porto Rican 
belles added an element of color. The Army and Navy 
brushed elbowed with important civil and ecclesiastical 
dignitaries and the touch of cosmopolitanism was refresh- 
ing. Mrs. Henry was gracious and more than pleas- 
ing, as is her wont, and looked most attractive in a 
black decolette gown of lace and jet.

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The Sportsman’s Society, Cincinnati, are publishing 
a series of handsome plates of wild fowl with illus. 
trated letter press, under the title of “Brush, Sedge ani 
Stubble: a picture book of the shooting fields and 
feathered game of North America, by Dwight W. Hunt. 
ington.” The monographs are, as Mr. Huntington tells 
us in his preface, “written from the point of view of 
the sportsman, with a preference for the picturesque 
rather than the scientific,’ the technical descriptions 
being just sufficient to identify the bird. As we have « 
record of 1,068 American birds, over one hundred of 
them game birds, there is no lack of material for this 
work, The five serial numbers thus far issued are 
devoted to the grouse, viz.: Sage grouse, sharp-tailed 
grouse, prairie grouse, ruffed grouse, Canada grouse or 
spruce partridge, dusky grouse and the ptarmigan, or 
grouse of the snow. Though the ptarmigan is a native 
of the Arctic regions, he is found on the high peaks of 
the Rocky Mountains, being quite common on the moun 
tain snow fields in Colorado and descending in winter 
into the timbered lands, where great numbers are killed 
by the miners for food. In Part 5 the chapters on 
grouse are concluded, and we have a chapter on tur 
keys and pheasants. Each of the parts contains two 
full-page illustrations on detached sheets, one a photo 
graphic reproduction and the other a photogravure in 
colors. There are also in the letter press of each part 
fourteen or fifteen smaller illustrations of birds, and 
the woodland scenes associated with them. The work 
is one to delight the heart of a sportsman, and our sub 
scribers are to a latge extent sportsmen. Mr. Hunting- 
ton, whose name is, by the way, a very appropriate 
one, has hunted much in the company of our officers, 
and he includes in his narrative the experiences with 
the birds he describes of Gen. Miles, Richard I. Dodge, 
Platte M. Thorne, J. C. Merrill, Capt. Baldwin and €. 
J. Crane, of the Army, Geo. E. McConnell, Rey. Cutter 
Service, Theo. Roosevelt and Dr. Elliot Coues, whos 
descriptions of wild birds are extensively quoted. Th: 
Army sometimes have better luck than on the occasion 
referred to by Mr. Huntington, where a whole company, 
out on a hunting expedition, fired at three black tail 
deer charging through their camp without hitting one of 
them. 
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The principal feature at the dinner of the New York 
Commandery of the Loyal Legion, held at Delmonico’s 
on February 7, was the paper read by Col. Robert 
W. Huntington, of the Marine Corps, who commanded 
the little body of marines who were landed at Guantana 
mo last summer. Col. Huntington described the experi 
ences of the marines, which were very creditable to the 
skill and good judgment of the officers commanding them. 
That they were so free from disease and discomfort suf- 
fered by others is ascribed by their commanding officer 
in part at least to the fact that they were served with the 
Navy ration, which Col. Huntington considers very much 
superior to that provided for the Army, certainly for the 
conditions of service in warm climates. 

Concerning the’canned roast beef, over which a great 
contest is raging, the Colonel said, to use his exact 
words, “It was disgusting to look at and disgusting to 
smell.” It is because we have this and other similar 
complaints from competent and independent sources that 
we are disposed to doubt the wisdom of continuing 
canned roast beef, as part of the ration. The question is 
one that should be settled without prejudice and wholly 
irrespective of the question as to how far any officer of 
the Army may have exceeded proper limitations in tbe 
expression of his opinion concerning what is unquestion- 
ably bad, if competent testimony is to be believed. 
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Recent experiences in the Philippines have fully jus- 
tified the estimate made by Gen. Merritt of the force re- 
quired in that territory, as reported at the time in the 
Army and Navy Journal. When Gen. Merritt was per- 
sonally selected by the President to command the first 
expedition to Manila, he asked for 14,400 men, which 
would give him about 12,000 effectives on landing. He 
wanted three-fifths of them to be Regulars. Gen. Miles 
recommended about the same force, but thought that 
most of them should be Volunteers. Gen. Miles insisted 
upon his opinion, and recommended that heavy guns be 
sent, and nothing be undertaken beyond “quickly estab 
lishing a strong garrison to command the harbor of Ma- 
nila, and to relieve the United States fleet under Adm. 
Dewey with the least possible delay.” Present experi- 
ence shows that Gen. Merritt was very moderate in his 
estimate of the troops required for the Philippines. 
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THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF. 


We do not understand what additional authority the 
President’s Commission of Inquiry into the conduct of 
the Sphnish war propose to confer upon the Commander- 
in-Chief by their suggestion that the term of the Major 
General commanding shall be coterminous with that of 
the President selecting him for this office. It is im- 
possible to confer upon the President any authority be- 
yond what the Constitution gives him; it is equally im- 
possible to take from him any power conferred by the 
Constitution. As Attorney-General Cushing- says: “‘No 
.ct of Congress, no act even of the President himself. 
can, by constitutional possibility, authorize or create any 
iilitary officer not subordinate to the President.” Maj. 
Gen. Halleck, who was a professional lawyer, as well 
s an educated soldier, when he held the office of Gen- 
cral-in-Chief, said: “The great difficulty in the office of 
‘General-in-Chief’ is that it is not understood by the 
country. The responsibility and odium thrown upon it 
lo not belong to it. I am simply a military adviser of 
the § Secretary of War and the President, and must obey 
and carry out what they decide upon, whether I concur 
in their decision or not. * * * It is my duty to 
strengthen the hands of the President as Commander-in- 
Chief, not to weaken them by factious opposition.” 

There are two schools of reasoners concerning the lim- 
tations of the President’s constitutional functions as 
Ccommander-in-Chief. The one school holds that he can 
delegate his authority to a military officer appointed to 
ommand the Army; the other school contends that the 
President must command in person through his represen- 
ative, the Secretary of War. Neither school goes so far 
s to hold that the general officer commanding can be 
nade so independent of the President as to permit the 
exercise of his functions of command, except at the 
vill of the President and at the pleasure of the Presi- 
dent. It is in the power of the President, if he so 
vishes, to assign Gen, Miles to other duty, and to sub- 
stitute some other general officer in command at Waséh- 

gton. The position is a matter of assignment only. 
We are not suggesting that the President would think 

f subjecting the senior officer of the Army to such a 
erious act of discourtesy; our only object is to make 
clear the constitutional right of the President, and to 
show how unnecessary is the suggestion coming from 
the Commission. 

When Grant was appointed Lieutenant General he 
remained for a few days under the command of Halleck, 
is General-in-Chief, and until Halleck was relieved at 
his own request and assigned as Chief of Staff to per- 
form the same duties as before. Halleck was junior to 
McClellan, Fremont, Dix, Banks, Butler and Hunter 
when he was called to Washington by Lincoln and as- 
signed to duty as “General-in-Chief of the Army of the 
United States.” Scott, though he madea jolly row 

bout it, had to submit to the command of Macomb, 
hile insisting, with good reason, that Macomb was his 
unior in rank, 

When Brown was senior officer the President assigned 
im to the command of the Division of the North, and 
Jackson to the command of the Division of the South, 
ind exercised direct command himself through the Sec- 
retary of War. 

When the Act of March 2, 1821, abolished one of the 
Major Generals, the country was divided into two de- 
partments, one for Scott and the other for Gaines, and 
Brown was ordered to establish his headquarters in the 
district of Columbia, but his duties, as the only Major 
(General, were “prescribed to him by the Department of 
War,” as stated in his order assuming command, 

The constitutionality of the large powers conferred 
upon Washington by the act of May 28, 1798, has al- 
ways been questioned, and only the supreme confidence 
reposed in the Father of his Country made them at all 
possible. President Adams was constantly on the watch 
to see that his constitutional prerogatives were not in- 
‘erfered with, and when the office of General was cre- 
ited Mr, Adams held that it “touched,” if it did not 
“encroach upon, the constitutional functions of the Presi- 
dent.” As the office was never filled, and Washington 
died a Lieutenant General, the issue was never raised. 











Dearborn, as representing the President, .exercised 
command while he was Secretary of War, but he did not 
assume command when he became the senior officer of 
the Army. In 1818 the Secretary of War, by the direc- 
tion of President Madison, took the field in person, and 
directed the operations of the Army on the Northern 
frontier, and very badly directed they were. What fol- 
lowed when Brown, Macomb, Scott and others succeeded 
to the head of the Army we have already stated. 

Such are the historical precedents which it is well to 
have in mind in considering the question of the com- 
mand of the Army. When Grant, as Lieutenant Gen- 
eral, once had a dispute with Secretary Stanton concern- 
ing their respective prerogatives. Stanton suggested that 
they should refer the matter to the President. “All 
right,”. answered Grant; “the President ranks us both.” 
And the President decided in favor of Grant.” As to the 
supreme authority of the President, as Commander-in- 
Chief, there can be no question, and we do not see that 
he requires any aid from a commission appointed by him- 
self to enable him to exercise it. 

We observe that the Brooklyn Eagle states that the 
President’s right to command was taken from him by 
legislation passed for the purpose of restraining Andrew 
Johnson. It is more than doubtful whether the legisla- 
tion referred to would have stood the test of constitution- 
ality, and it ie not to be found in existing statutes. It 
was attached to the Army Appropriation bill for 1867-5, 
passed in February, 1867, and directed that all military 
orders issued by the President or the Secretary of War 
should go through the “General of the Army,” and that 
he should not be removed, suspended or relieved from 
command without the consent of the Senate. Congress 
would have gone still further in this direction if Grant 
had not, with great good sense, exerted his influence to 
prevent it. There ig no longer a General of the Army. 
and all the authority of like character given to the Major 
General commanding is contained in paragraphs 187 and 
188 Army Regulations, 1895, as follows: 

Par. 187. “The military establishment is under the 
orders of the commanding General of the Army in that 
which pertains to its discipline and military control, The 
fiscal affairs of the Army are conducted by the Secre- 
tary of War, through the several staff departments.” 

Par. 188. “All orders and instructions from the Presi- 
dent or Secretary of War relating to military operations 
or affecting the military control and discipline of the 
Army will be promulgated through the commanding 
General.” 

There is an act as old as March 3, 1799, which gives 
the “commanding General” authority to prescribe the 
tactical organization of the Army, and the act of Aug. 
5, 1882, authorizes “the commanding General of the 
Army or the chief of any military bureau of the War 
Department to perform the duties of the Secretary of 
War,” by appointment of the President. These are the 
only allusions to the commanding General to be found 
in Col. Davie’s digest of Military Laws, and its author 
tells us that “the command exercised by the command- 
ing General of the Army, not having been made the sub- 
ject of statutory regulation, is determined by order of 
assignment”; that is, by the President. It has been 
habitually composed of the aggregate of the several ter- 
ritorial commands that have been, or may be, created by 
the President. 

In short, the President has just as much power to com 
mand the Army as he chooses to exercise. His right to 
command is not given to him by law, and cannot be 
taken from him by law. Congress can, of course, «m- 
barrass him in its exercise, or even deprive him of it al- 
together by leaving him without an Army, which the op 
ponents of the Army seem disposed to do. It has been 
held by the courts that the name of the President “be 
understood as written in every statute which confers 
upon a military officer military authority.” Davis's Mili- 
tary-Laws, Par. 1299, Note 1. 

What the “Eagle” has to say as to the inability of the 
President to make changes in departments and bureaus 
amounts to simply this: When the President has once 
conferred a commission upon an officer, with the ap- 
proval of the Senate, he cannot deprive him of it ex- 
cept by process of law. The law has created the offices 
of heads of bureaus; but the incumbents hold office by 
no other and no different tenure from that of every other 
commissioned officer. in the Navy the office of Chief of 
Bureau is a matter of temporary assignment, which is 
a much better system in our judgment. But what is 
to prevent the President in the exercise of the command 
of the Army from relieving the head of an Army bu- 
reau, as well as the Major General commanding, from 
the exercise of his functions? Is not this what was 
done in the case of the Inspector Genera] during the war 
with Spain, and what has practically been done in the 
case of Maj. Gen. Miles? 


NAVAL PERSONNEL BILL. 


Unless entirely unexpected developments arise thr 
Naval Personnel bill will have become a law between 
now and March 4 next. This measure has experienced 
many vicissitudes, and in several instances has been in a 
most perilous situation, yet it has advanced to that stage 
now which seems to insure its final adoption. Only by 
unforeseen circumstances can its defeat be accomplished 
now, and there is apparently no purpose of even the few 
persons opposing it to make further efforts to kill the 
bill. On Friday, Feb. 17, as noted in the Journal, the 
bill passed the Senate without division, after having been 
amended in some particulars, but not seriously. Early 
this week it was sent to the House, and Chairman Bou- 
telle, instead of asking for a conference, or concurrence 
in the Senate amendments, allowed a favorable oppor- 
tunity to slip by, and the Speaker, who opposed certain 





features, referred it to the. House Committee, from which 
it was believed it would never be reported again this ses- 
sion. 

The friends of the measure practically abandoned hope 
of its passage. They heard that the Speaker felt that 
he had been “buncoed” as regards the Marine Corps fea- 
tures to which he was opposed,-and they were given to 
understand that no member of this committee would be 
recognized to report the bill back. On Wednesday, how- 
ever, the Speaker changed thie intention if he had it, and 
allowed Mr. Boutelle to report the bill. A conference 
was asked and granted, the conferees on the part of the 
House being Messrs. Foss, Dayton and Meyer, two Re- 
publicans and one Democrat, and all of them adherents 
of the measure. The Senate conferees are Senators 
Hale, Chandler and Tillman. Senator Hale was absent 
from Washington during the latter part of the week, so 
that no call for a meeting of the Conference Committee 
will be issued until Monday or Tuesday. There is not 
expected to be serious dissension over the amendments, 
and there is every probability of the bill being favorably 
reported back to both houses and the conference reports 
accepted. The bill then goes to the President. Next 
week we will print a list showing how the line of the 
Navy will stand after the bill goes into effect and its 
provisions have in a measure been carried out. 





The Comptroller of the Treasury has decided that con- 
tract surgeons in the U. 8. Army are not entitled to re- 
ceive pay ‘while absent, sick or on leave by proper au- 
thority. In a communication asking that Congress will 
authorize their payment Surg. Gen. Sternberg says: “I 
cannot commend too heartily to your consideration some 
action for the relief of these men. They have rendered 
faithful, efficient and meritorious service to the Gov- 
ernment, obeying with cheerfulness orders that assigned 
them for duty in the midst of disease in the hospitals 
and in the face of danger on the field. Under an im- 
pending sense of patriotic duty the physician has sacri- 
ficed his private practice and responded to the call of 
his country, offering his services. in a professional ca- 
pacity. While performing the duties in the hospitals, 
in many instances the surgeon himself has fallen victim 
to the contagion, or, by reason of his onerous and exact- 
ing duties, become worn out and broken down. They 
have seen service in Cuba, in the hospitals in the South, 
in the yellow fever and smallpox hospitals; in fact, 
wherever there might be need for medical service, there 
the contract surgeon has been found, One has been 
killed in action, three have died in service and many 
have been sick.”

HAVANA, CUBA. 
Havana, Cuba, Feb. 12. 

An officer sent from here to distribute rations returned 
Feb. 10, after disposing of 18,000 rations. He reports 
that the littl towns were mostly of thatched roofed 
huts, but with a magnificent cathedral in each, the ones 
at Santa Maria and Paula being immense and pic- 
turesque. Bach town is guarded by insurgents and they 
helped me in many ways, sending their cavalry to notify 
the people, allowing him to use their barracks as dis- 
tributing stations, etc. One of their meals he inspected 
and found it to consist of. water and sweet potatoes. 
‘They all look sick and weak. He camped out in the rain 
at Cotono, about half a mile out of town, and his 
blanket got good and wet, likewise himself. The oldest 
inhabitant said that it was the coldest night in. years. 
The mules shivered in the morning; three of them broke 
loose and played leapfrog over him, most of the night. 
What he took for a broadeword contest at the 
village one-half mile away, was only the chattering of 
the natives’ teeth. Owing to an excellent system of dis- 
tribution everybody got what they were entitled to: ten 
days’ rations to eac h, two children to count as one ration.

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OFF TO MANILA ON THE SHERIDAN. 


After being delayed by fog the U. S. Army transport 
Sheridan sailed on the afternoon of Sunday, Feb, 19 
from New York on her long voyage to Manila, via the 


Suez Canal. 

Not counting her crew she had on board 62 Army of- 
ficers, 21 wives of Army officers, and 8 of their children 
1,772 enlisted men, 17 wives and 16 children of enlist 
men, 16 men of the Hospital Corps, 4 female nurses, and 
the Captain’s wife, making a grand total of 1,917 souls. 
Counting in the crew of the vessel and several passen- 
Dy the aggregate number of persons on board was 
2,050. 

The troops consisted of the 12th Infantry, numbering

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OUR FORTIFICATIONS. 


The extent to which the fortification system of the 
country has advanced in the last few years is accurate- 
ly set forth in a statement recently prepared by the War 
Department for a member of Congress and shows that 
by June 30 next there will be installed at the principal 
seaports of the nation strong defences, mounting the 
highest types of rifles, mortars and rapid-fire guns. The 
progress made warrants the conviction that within a 
comparatively short time all the main ports of the coun- 
try will be invulnerable to successful attack from the 
most powerful fleets of warships. When it is recalled 
that only four years ago there was scarcely a modern 
gun mounted for the protection of a single harbor, 
the remarkable expedition with which the coast de- 
fence project has been carried out must appeal to all, 
and lend additional evidence to the claims made by th: 
fortifications board that with liberal appropriations the 
country could be spell propected at its main seaports in « 
reasonably brief of time. The War Department's 
statement gives in detail the number of guns, and mor- 
tars, that will be in place by the end of the fiscal year, 
with an estimate of the strength of the artillery re- 
= to man them. This is approximately about 18,000 

_The coast armament of the country begins with the 
Kennebec River and extends around to and including 
Galveston on the Gulf, while on the Pacific side it em- 
braces the waters of Puget Sound, San Francisco, San 
Diego and other towns exposed to fleet fire. The de- 
fences of the Kennebec have made little progress, but 
when complete will give ample protection to these wa 
ters. At comet the only guns mounted are two 18-inch 
guns on old mounts, but the plans of the War Depart- 
ment call for three large rapid-fire guns, three smal! 
and some mortars. At Fort Preble, Me., the real de- 
fences begin and at that point the country has already 
in place 16 12-inch mortars. ‘The project for its defence 
calls for six rapid-fire guns in addition. At Portland 
Head the Government will have installed by next June 
five 10-inch guns and one 6-inch rapid-fire. When com- 
pleted the defences will consist of four 12-inch guns and 
two 10-inch in addition. Great Diamond Island is mak- 
ing rapid progress also with its defences and should have 
installed shortly six mortars, two 12-inch rifles, eight 
S-inch and four rapid-fire. Cushing Island’s defences 
will comprise at the same time two 1z-inch guns, two 10- 
inch, and three rapid-fire. Fort Constitution defences 
include a heavy battery in addition to which two 8-inch 
guns are now practically ready for installation.. At Jer- 
ry’s Point there will be two 8 inch. At Grover’s Cliff 
16 mortars and three 12-inch. Long Island Head’s for- 
tifications include five 10-inch and four rapid-fire. These 
will be in place by the end of the fiscal year. At Pad- 
dock’s Island eight 12-inch mortars will be in place; at 
Nantucket Head two 12-inch, five 10-inch and four rapid- 
fire, and at Fort Warren, two 12-inch, five 10-inch and 
five rapid-fire. Clark’s Point will be equipped at the same 
time with two Sinch guns, and two rapid-fire; Fort 
Adams, Newport, with 16 mortars, two 10-inch rifles, one 
8-inch and one rapid-fire. ‘ 

Fort Greble will have eight mortars, three 10-inch guns 
and three rapid-fire. The Dumplings inside the harbor 
will man two 12-inch and two rapid-fire. Napatreo Point 
at the same time will be equipped with two 8-inch and 
two rapid-fire; Fisher’s Island with two 12-inch and two 
10-inch; Great Gull Island with two 12-inch, and two 
10-inch; Gardner’s Point, with two 8-inch, and two 
rapid-fire; Fort Slocum with 16 mortars and one rapid- 
fire. Fort Schuyler will man a battery of two 12-inch, 
two 10-inch and two rapid-fire, while Willets Point op- 
posite will guard the Narrows with eight mortars, two 
12-inch, two 10-inch, two 8-inch, and four rapid-fire, Fort 
Wadsworth, New York Harbor, is to have a battery 
completed by June 30, consisting of these guns; Four 
12-inch, four 10-inch, seven 8-inch, and six rapid-fire 
guns, one of the most formidable batteries around the 
city. Fort Hamilton, just across the bay, is to mount by 
the same time this great battery of guns: Four 12-inch 
four 10-inch, and eight mcrtars. Down at Fort Hancock. 
formerly known as Sandy Hook, the main defences of 
New York lie, and there will be the greatest batteries ot 
any fortifications on the coast. Completed and ready 
for action by June will be these guns, according to the 
statement: Sixteen mortars, six 12-inch guns, five 10- 
inch, and two rapid-fire. At Fort Mott there will be 
three 12-inch, three 10-inch, and two rapid-fire. At Fort 
Delaware, the main defence of Philadelphia and Wil- 
mington will be at the same time three 12-inch, and four 
rapid-fire. Battery Point will man eight mortars, two $- 
inch guns, and two 12-inch. At North Point, near Bal- 
timore, will be the chief defences of that city, which 
also include opposite Hawkins’s Point and Fort Carroll, 
near by. There will be mounted at North Point in June 
eight mortars, two 12-inch guns, and four rapid-fire. At 
Hawkins’s Point, one 12-inch, three 8-inch and four 
rapid-fire, and on Fort Carroll, two 12-inch and four 
rapid-fire, 

The defences of the National Capital consist of the 
batteries at Fort Washington, twelve miles below, and 
Fort Sheridan, two miles further south. At Fort Wash- 
ington there will be placed in June eight mortars, seven 
10-inch rifles and four rapid-fire, and at Fort Sheridan 
three 8-inch and two rapid-fire. Fort Monroe defences 
are for the protection of Hampton Roads, Norfolk and 
Newport News. There are now there, or will be by June, 
16 mortars, three 12-inch, eight 10-inch, five 8-inch and 
eight rapid-fire, constituting the greatest battery at any 
Southern port. Fort Caswell, off the Wilmington coast, 
is to have eight mortars completed, two 12-inch, four 8- 
inch and three rapid-fire. Sullivan’s Island, Charleston, 
will at the same time present a battery of 16 mortars, 
four 10-inch and three rapid-fire. Fort Sumter, near 
by, will have then two 12-inch guns in place. Hilton 
Head, further south, is to mount two 8-inch guns; St. 
Helens Island, three 10-inch and two rapid-fire; Tybee 
Island, Ga., eight mortars, two 12-inch, four S-inch and 
five rapid-fire. Fort Pulaski, one 8-inch and two rapid- 
fire; Fort Clinch, one 8-inch. Jacksonville's defences will 
consist by June of two 8-inch guns mounted; those of 
Key West, eight mortars, two 12-inch, rour 8-inch, two 
12-inch and six rapid-fire. Mullet Key, Tampa, will have 
eight mortars and Edgmont Key four 8-inch and two

The defences 
of San ncisco alone call for even in their unfinished 
state next June, 18 batteries, and those at Fort Monroe 
eall for 12 batteries; Forts Wadsworth, Hamilton and 
Hancock, will each require eight batteries. When com- 
pleted in accordance with the plans of the fortifications 
board the number of batteries required to man all the 
guns will The number of guns and their caliber 
will be as follows: Twelve-inch, 195; 10-inch, 186; 8- 
inch, 94; 12-inch mortars, 1,068; large rapid-fire guns, 
263; small rapid-fire, 410. The eastern entrance to New 
York Harbor will be guarded by 14 12-inch guns, six 10- 
inch, two 8inch and a large number of rapid-fire and 
mortars. The southern entrance will comprise 41 12- 
inch rifles, sixteen 10-inch, and five 8-inch, exclusive of 
mortars and other smaller guns.

INTERSTATE RIFLE COMPETITIONS. 

General Bird W. Spencer, Inspector General of Rifle 
’ractice of New Jersey, under date of Feb. 20, 1899, has 
sent a letter to the several States interested in rifle prac- 
lice, with a view to arranging a rifle meet this year, as 
owing to the war with Spain the annual meeting of the 
New Jersey State Rifle Association and the National

ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


Two reports on the Army reorganization bill were pre- 
sented by the House Military Committee, each repre- 
senting one-half of the committee. Gen. Hawley, who 
presents the one in favor of the passage of the bill asks 
what will be the inevitable sequence of the ratification of 
the peace treaty, which may come as early as March 15. 
It would impose upon the President under the statutes 
an imperative command to discharge and bring home the 
341 Volunteers in Hawaii, 2,231 Volunteers in Porto 
Rico, the 33,382 in Cuba, the 16,411 from the Philippines, 
and also the Volunteers in the United States, making a 
total of 75,845, and over 30,000 of the Regular Army, a 
total of about 106,000, leaving only about 27,000 soldiers 
for all the great duties of the nation. We need the full 
number provided for in the bill, which is 94,952 enlisted 
men and 3,404 officers and professors. There can be no 
wise plan for a reorganization or a continuance of the 
existing law that does not take into consideration, first, 
the large percentage of men temporarily excused from 


duty by reason of wounds or sickness; second, the large 
number that will be on the long voyages of forty-five 
days each going to the Philippines and returning. Most 
of the report is occupied with a description of the fea- 
tures of the bill which are familiar to our readers. The 
strength of each organization as proposed is as follows:

Senator Hale presented a communication from Com- 
modore Chas, O'Neil, Chief of the Naval Bureau of Ord- 
nance, relative to the so-called Gathmann system of 
throwing high explosives. 

The bill to relieve Gen. Brooke from the weight of 
a judgment found against him for an arrest in the line of 
his official duty, has been favorably reported in the Sen- 
ate.

The Secretary of War has asked Congress for author- 
ity to transfer to the Interior Department such worn-out 
rifles, or rifles of obsolete pattern as may be 
no longer needed for Army purposes, for use in 
Indian schools in training the pupils in the man- 
ual of arms. The Senate has adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution: “Resolved, That the Secretary 
of War be directed to submit to the Senate a detailed 
statement, showing the cost of paying and maintaining 
the United States Army as it existed by law prior to 
April 20, 1898, and the cost of paying and maintaining 
the Army as it is proposed to be organized by H. R. 
11022 as amended and presented to the Senate’ by 
Senator Hawley and giving the aggregate pay of the 
staff and the general officers and the regimental officers 
and the enlisted men, and the cost of maintaining the 
Quartermaster’s Department, the Subsistence Depart- 
ment, the Medical Department, the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, the Signal Corps, and the Pay Department, not 
including the pay of officers and enlisted men.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs this week 
acted favorably on two bills looking to the restoration to 
the service of two dismissed officers. The first author- 
izes the President to appoint Eugene Wells, late Cap- 
tain, 12th Infantry, as 2d Lieutenant. Lieut. Wells was 
dismissed by sentence of a G, C. M. in 1877. Mr. Me- 
Donald in reporting the bill says: “The bill authorizes 
the President, with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
to correct a mistake admitted to have been inadvertently 
made by a former President. It provides for the restor- 
ation to the Army of Mr. Wells, from which he was re- 
moved, and his retirement as a 2d Lieutenant.” 

The second bill restored to the Army Lieut. Geddes, 
who was also dismissed by a G. C. M, (in 1880), Mr. 
Hull in submitting this bill says: ‘The committee find, 
upon full investigation, that a great injustice has been 
done Lieut. Geddes, and that a full investigation of the 
facts will demonstrate to impartial men that his restora- 
tion to the Army, with the rank held at the time of his 
dismissal, is an act of simple justice. The committee 
refer especially to his record, and also to a letter from 
General Shafter as to the court martial proceedings, and 
to the statement made by Colonel Geddes himself to the 
committee.” 

The Senate last week passed a resolution calling upon 
Secretary Alger for a statement as_to the patterns of 
small arms issued to the Ist South Dakota Volunteers, 
now at Manila. In reply to this the Secretary writes: 
“The records of the Department indicate that 380 Spring- 
field breech-loading rifles, caliber .45, were issued to the 
Ist South Dakota Volunteers. The number required to 
complete the equipment of the regiment was issued 
from stores on hand at Fort Meade, 8. D., ‘upon_tele- 
graphic requests of the Governor of the State. These 
arms were probably of the model of 1884. The effective 
range of these rifles is about 3,000 yards. The cartridges 
taken by the regiment to Manila were black powder car- 
tridges. Smokeless powder cartridges for the Spring- 
field rifle have since been sent to Manila. It is not 
known whether or not the Ist South Dakota Volunteers 
have received any of them. Two thousand magazine 
rifles—all that were asked for by General Otis—have 
also been sent to Manila, but the Department has not 
been informed for What regiment they were intended.” 

In the case of the bill (8. 1227), for the relief of Julius 
A. Kaiser, Asst. Engr., U. 8. N., retired, the House Na- 
val Committee say: “It seems to your committee that 
Mr. Kaiser is entitled to be put in the position which 
his actual service entitled him at the time of his retire- 
ment, and of which only the requirements of the service,

The House wy on Military Affairs have fte- 
ported favorably the bill which passed the Senate April 
26, 1898, authorizing the President to place on the re- 
tired list of the Army, as first class Sergeants of the 
Signal Corps, Henry Biederbick, Julius R. Frederick. 
Francis Long, gee Mautrice Connell, survivors of the 
Lady Franklin Bay Expedition. 

Senator McMillan, on Feb. 18, gave notice of an 
amendment he will offer to the Naval Appropriation bill 
providing for an appropriation of $200,000 for the nianu- 
facture of smokeless powder at the Government's own 
factory. 

A bill passed by the Senate Jan. 9 amends the act of 
July 5. 1884. to read as follows: 

“See. 5. That all honorably discharged soldiers and 
sailors who served in the War of the Rebellion, and the 
volunteer soldiers and sailors of the war of 1812, and 
of the Mexican War, and of the war with Spain, who 
are disabled by age, disease, or otherwise, and by rea- 
son of such disability are incapable of earning a living, 
shall be admitted into the Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers: Provided, That such disability was not incurred 
in service against the United States.” But this proviso 
shall not affect or apply to any of the Volunteers who 
served in the late war with Spain. 


THE ARMY BILL. 

As predicted in the Journal of the past two weeks, the 
Hull Army bill has failed, The friends of the bill aban- 
doned all hope on Wednesday, and began to consult 
regarding a compromise. The compromise proposition 
was prepared at the War Department on Thursday and 
sent to the Capitol on Friday. 1t provides for an Army 
of 65,000 on a war footing, until 1901, with a Regular 
army of 40,000 after that date. It preserves the in- 
fantry battalion formation, adds two batteries to the ar- 
tillery and divides thie arm into field and coast batter- 
ies. Two Captains and two Lieutenants are added to 
each regiment. The minimum strength of cavalry and 
infantry companies is placed at 65 men, and that of 
artillery at )men. In treating of the staff provision is 
made for details to the Adjutant General’s and Inspector 
General’s departments of Saateine from the line. This 
will remove from political influence these appointments. 
Further staff legislation is left to action by a future 
Congress, The Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
will agree on the measure by Monday, when the bill 
will be introduced and passed at once. No opposition 
to it in the House will follow. While proposed measure 
is not satisfactory to the Administration, it is the only 
one that can be adopted this session.

SUBSCRIBER writes: The commanding officer of the 
Army issued an order within the last year, the substance of 
which is as follows: Volunteer regiments returning from dut 
outside of the country shall be given sixty days furlough wit 
pay and ration money, prior to their bein~ mustered out, and 
thirty days furlough, with pay and ration money, to those 
regiments who did not leave the country. Now, why was it 
that the 2d, 3d, 8th, 9th, 14th and 65th N. Y. V., which were 
not ordered out of’ the country, given the month furlough 
with pay and ration money yer to their muster out, and 
not the 22d and 69th N. Y. V.? The War Department has 
seen fit to bestow upon those regiments, the Ist and 7ist 
Regts., Troops A and C, N. Y. V., who were out of the coun- 
try, all that is due them under the above order. ‘Ine ist N. 

. V. saw no more actual service than did the 22d or 69th 
N. Y. V., but was out of the country ; yet they are on furlough 
as the order requires. Why is there a distinction made, and 
why are not the 22d and 69th entitled to what the order 
says is due them? Both these iments were mustered out 
wi.nout the furlough, pay or ration money. Answer—No 
discrimination was intended against the 2za and 69th N. Y. 
Vols. The former, through its Colonel and a special delega- 
tion, urged the ee to muster it out immediately 
and waived the furlough to have immediate discharge. To 
expedite the arrangement the War Department now gives 
the furlough pay to the troops and allows immediate discharge 
with that extra money. It is decided that the 69th Regt. 
should receive this extra pay. It was not granted a fur- 
lough, but the furlough pay was ordered paid to the men. 

A. ©. A.--Volunteer service in the war with Spain will not 
count towards the period required for an enlisted men to 
serve In the U. 8S. Army before he is eligible to examination 
for a commission. 

R. J. J.—It is a little far ahead to make application now. 
If all goes well with you make application through your bat- 
tery commander in July next, and ask him to do what he 


can to have it approved. 
W. 8S. L.—It is not probable that provision by law will be 
more at present for dentists In the Army. 


A. M.-—A slight cast in the left eye, the vision being un- 
affected, thereby, would not debar enlistment in the Army. 
A good deal depends sometimes, in slight cases, on the views 
of the medical examiner. 

PRIVATE M. H.—AIl men who enlisted between April 21 
and Oct. 26, 1898, can now receive their discharge on apply- 
ing for it. Doubtless your commanding officer has already in- 
formed you of this. 

A. F. 8,—Your questions are premature as no Army reorgan- 
ization bill has as yet been passed. 

F. K. writes: I got a little yarn about myself and ship- 
mates who was with me in the U. 8. 8S. Merrimac to the ef- 
fest that I would get a medal and $100. Please let me know 
if it is true or false. Answer.—-Numerous similar requests 
have been made to the Department. There is no law author- 
izing the payment of $100 and a medal to those on the Mer- 
rimac. Neither has the Department directed such gratuities 
to be made. 

W. 0. D.—Can a Congressman of one district appoint a boy 
of another to West Point. Answer.—No. 

D. E. E.—There will be a vacancy in the 2d District of Con- 
necticut to West Point in 1900.

THE WOMAN’S ARMY AND NAVY LBAGUE. 


The work of the Woman’s Army and Navy League 
has been unusually important during the past year, the 
receipts being $1,313.17, or more than double those of 
the previous year. Two special funds were raised, 
$305.50 in March for the families wHo suffered by the 
Maine disaster, and another in June of $335.75 to pay 
the rent of needy families of soldiers and sailors. The 
Eleventh Annual Report says: “We earnestly hope 
Congress will enact a law by which soldiers as well as 
sailors can leave an allotment of their pay to their fam- 
ilies, for, although married men are not allowed to enlist 
in the Regular Army, we have found in this city alone 
twelve worthy families of Regulars in absolute want, 
watching in vain during the war for the promised share 
of the father’s pay. Mothers and sisters, too, have shown 
us letters from soldier boys, telling that pay day had 
not yet come or that the pay received had been lost or 
stolen or spent for food. A few anxious fathers bor- 
rowed money in Cuba at high interest to send home, 
rather than suffer the feeling that their little ones were 
in want. If an allotment were left behind for the wife, 
the sick soldier’s mind would be at rest and his recovery 
hastened.” 

To further this object the League has prepeced a law 
which has, we believe, the approval of the chairmen of 
both committees to the effect, “That the Secretary of 
War be, and he is hereby, authorized to permit enlisted 
men of the United States Army to make allotments from 
their pay. under such regulations as he may prescribe, 
for the support of their families or relatives, for their 
own savings, or for other purposes. during such time 
us they may be absent on distant duty, or under other 
circumstances warranting such action.”

DISCIPLINE. 


Discipline is the foundation of all success in war, and 
history is full of examples of victories gained by it. Un- 
til the soldier thoroughly understands its overwhelming 
importance, and tries to cultivate it willingly in himself 
its necessary qualities as part of military virtue, he may 
be a very estimable gentleman, and a patriotic citizen, 


but he cannot call himself in the true meaning of.the 
term a soldier. 

The countless host that Darius led against Alexander 
went to pieces before the vigorous attacks of the well 
trained Greeks because they lacked discipline and were 
a mob and not an army. The disciplined troops of 
Egypt and Assyria congecret all nations; the Greek Pha- 
lanx and the Roman Legion triumphed over every foe; 
Saxon valor was overcome at Hastings by Norman dis- 
cipline. It was the disciplined Orders of the Temple and 
of St. John who upheld the fortunes of the Cross against 
the Saracens. Numbers availed nothing against discip- 
line at Bannockburn. It was the discipline of the Eng- 
lish that conquered at Cressy, Agincourt and Poictiers. 
In the Thirty Years’ War, in the wars of Frederick the 
Great, in the Franco-Prussian war and other wars of 
our time the same etory has been told, as it was told 
again on San Juan Hill. 

The greatest possible smartness in the execution of ev- 
ery command ie insisted upon by strict discipline, not be- 
cause the motion will look better, as some appear to 
think, but because the idea which underlies all smartness 
in the execution of orders is to train the soldier to that 
habit of instantaneous instinctive obedience, which may 
prove his salvation in the pell-mell of battle. 

An analysis of military drill, will show that its pur- 
pose is to so train the muscles that they may be com- 
pletely under the control of the will in the stress of war.

FOREIGN NOTES. 

It appears that a majority of the Britains holding 
the largest stakes in the Boer Republic are Jew-English- 
men, or hybrids of alien blood, who use the title of Briton 
by self-adoption, and uphold the view that the Queen is 
pound to defend her naturalized subjects. 

The total strength of the Greek army in Thessaly dur- 
ing the recent war with Turkey was 45,213 men and 966 
otheers, While the number of killed was 395 and of 
wounded 1,568. In the war against the hill tribes of 
India, 1897-98, the British forces lost 280 killed and 555 
wounded, a total of 835. The enemy lost 570 killed and 
549 wounded, with 181 prisoners, a total of 1,300, or 
about 4 per cent. 

France, taught by the terrible lesson of 1870, has 
managed to preserve the peace for nearly thirty years, 
a circumétance without a parallel in her modern history.
